The South followed its almost unwavering 
custom of going solid for the Democratic 
party in spite of the violation of this tradi- 
tion, which was imbued in the minds of the 
American people by the Democratic party of 
the solid South. . 

This tradition has been so indelibly instilled 
in the minds of the people, that it had become 
unwritten law, considered by the Republican 
party as well as the Democratic almost as 
enforcible as if it had been written in the 
constitution and it is almost inconceivable 
that a Nation— old precedent should be so 

completely ignored. 

Undoubtedly, however, many strange ele- 
ments entered into the welding of a public 
opinion which would dare to override the pre- 
cedent. Probably the strongest influence 
was brought about by the hysteria of a pos- 
sibility of becoming involved in the present 
European war and the belief that the present 
incumbent would evert it. This was, we be- 
lieve, an erroneous thought. For did we but 
know it, we are already at war, deceptively 
lead there by the present administration and 
now that the election is over the probabilities 
are that we will soon be openly and actively 
engaged in it — either brought on by the con- 
tinuation of an administration that has had 
us to the door or by the foreign nations which 
have been looking with an anxious eye to this 
election in an effort to ascertain what our 
future foreign policies will be. 

Another element which greatly aided this 
overwhelming victory over tradition was the 
vote of the hundreds of thousands of those 
persons who have been put on the Federal 
payroll during the last seven and half years 
plus that vast army that are on relief. For 
this we do blame them. 

A third factor is that group which con- 
scientiously approve of the "New Deal" po- 
licies and for them are willing to cast aside 
fundamental principles of their party for 
those of the new order. 

A fourth is that there are many who have 
been hog-tied to the party all of their lives 
and could not break away regardless of the 
violations of its principles and traditions. 

There is a fifth element that played some 
part—those who could not vote for their 
convictions without in a sense bolting their 
party and therefore remained away from the 

All of the elements together undoubtedly 
culuminated in the final result of the unpre- 
cedented decision of the American people. 
Whatever may have been the controlling 
factors, the voice of the people has spoken 
and under our system of government the ma- 
jority rules. It is therefore the duty of all, 
regardless of our thoughts, our policies or 
our sympathies, to unite for our common 
good to preserve all semblances of democracy 
that may remain.

Down in Louisiana a young salesman, 
Michael John Coffie, failed to register as re- 
quired under the Selective Service Act. He 
was immediately apprehended and indicted 
by a Federal grand jury. At the time of his 
arrest, he assigned as his reason for not re- 
gistering that "there is nothing in the 
United States worth fighting for." 

Almost immediately he was sentenced by 
the Court to serve three years in the peni- 
tentiary. Upon being sentenced, he declared 
rh open court ; "I don't think that under the 
preamble to the Constitution the government 
has the right to deprive me of my right of 
free liberty." 

Sixteen million young American men stood 
in line to register for the purpose of prepar- 
ing to defend and preserve this "right of free 
liberty" which this man calls upon for protec- 
tion after he had so callously declared that 
"there was nothing worth fighting for." 
Thousands of others are already in training 
to defend this "right of free liberty." Millions 
of others, who were not required to register, 
stand ready to volunteer their services to de- 
fend this "right of free liberty." 

'Tis true that this man was promptly dealt 
with but not severely enough. Anyone bear- 
ing any such thought that there is nothing 
worth fighting for in this Country and at- 
tempting to promulgate the idea among 
others should not be permitted to enjoy the 
privileges granted in this "land of the free 
and home of the brave." He should be thrown 
into permanent exile. 

Hundreds of millions of people living under 
semi-servitude conditions would /Jpve their 
very all for an opportunity of the privilege 
of living in this Country. And would glad- 
ly give their life's blood to defend it. Our 
forefathers struggled, sacrificed and shed 
their blood for this much cherished liberty. 
Much blood has been spilt since preserving it. 
We therefore now should be willing to make 
the supreme sacrifice if necessary to protect 
it but still we find some who do not find 
"anything in the United States worth fight- 
ing for."

In the battle of Britain there 
are two important factors, name- 
ly, the morale of the British pub- 
lic stands unshaken, and the Roy- 
al Air Force continues to offer 
effective resistance at home and 
to harass the enemy in his terri- 
tory. So long as these continue 
—Britain will continue. 

Reports from the battlefront 
are meager because of censorship 
and conflicts in official communi- 
ques. Therefore, American opin- 
ion must look behind the bare 
statement of news dispatches. It 
correctly may be said that recent 
reports from British sources ap- 
pear to be more accurate than 
those from the German sources. 
Regardless of these, the fact re- 
mains that the blltzkrJg has not 
yet been successfulh^aecuted. Ac- 
cording to e ^jjm predictions 
large scale opejiPns would have 
been completejPere now and the 
war would have been in its final 
phase. This delay shows stiff re- 
sistance by Britain. All reports re- 
ceived from the stricken area in- 
dicates that each destructive 
Nazi bomb strengthens the deter- 
mination of the British citizenry. 
If this be true there is no end in 
sight for a decisive German vic- 
tory. A crack in the public mor- 
ale would be an unfavorable sign 
and the absence of such has in- 
creased possibility of British suc- 
cess. 

British claims that Empire 
plane production has been speed- 
ed up to reach the German pro- 
duction is seen as a favorable in- 
dication, yet it does not mean an 
equality, as reliable estimates 
place the German air force at 12,- 
000 first line fighting ships and 
England is credited with only 6,- 
000. At any rate Germany is not 
now increasing this sujwriority. 
English fighters have one advant- 
age, namely, they are on the de- 
fensive and when a plane is lost 
the pilot may parachute into 
friendly territory, and be avail- 
able to answer the call on another 
day, while pilots found in enemy 
territory will be imprisoned for 
the duration of the war. Another 
English advantage is that only 
small formations are sent into the 
enemy territory, while Germany 
has been sending wave after wave 
of many planes to the 



streets and other places."

Farm Prosperity 
May Depend Upon 
Proper Use Lime 

Huteheson Sujrsrests Liming 
To Suit Legumes 

That lime is needed for the eco- 
nomical production of most Vir- 
ginia field crops is no longer a 
debatable question, says Dr. T. B. 
Huteheson. head of the V P. I. 
Agronomy Department. Long-time 
experiments in all important crop 
areas of the state show conclusive- 
ly that there is little chartce for 
profits, at present prices, from 
general crops such as grains, 
grasses, and legumes, unless the 
soi! is limed; but where lime is 
used in conjunction with proper 
systems of fertilization, there is a 
possibility of reasonable profits 
even under existing prices. 

In most sections of Virginia, 
lime may be obtained at very rea- 
sonable prices either direct from 
private producers or through the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration's conservation materials 
program. Now, when the rush of 
cultivation and harvest is cv:r for 
most of our crops, is a good lime 
for us to give serious considers ion 
to the use c* lime to bring ov.v soil 
to a iavorable reaction for the 
crops we want to grow, suggests 
Dr. Huteheson. The lime may be 
applied to any land v.hich is tc be 
plowed for next year's crops. *.nd 
later plowed under; or it may be 
applied to th? land and disked 
into the soil in £Y r s r ^.J..oii for 
small grains or cov-r crojs. Fall 
and winter is ais? a gcod time tor 
liming pastures. Ir. thic cr.se, the 
lime is simpiy spread broadcast 
over o'.d sods or disked in where 
preparation is being made for new 
seedings. 

A fairly safe rule to use in lim- 
ing Virginia soils is to lime suffi- 
ciently to bring about a favorable 
soil reaction for the legumes grown 
in the rotations, and thereafter 
apply the equivalent of 500 pounds 
j of ground limestone per aero per 
year en sandy soils and 600 to 
800 pounds per acre per year on 
loams and clays. The lime may 
be aprlied once in the rotation in 
sufficient quantities for the entire 
rotation course, or at more fre- 
quent intervals when mors con- 
venient.

How can construction costs be 
cut? 

If all of the borne planners in 
the country could be saw uililwl 
together that question would 
arise as a chorus. It la undoubted- 
ly the major concern of every 
person who is planning a home. 
Construction economies are real, 
and the planning stage of home 
building is the time to realise that 
many building dollars can be sav- 
ed. Since every nail and board 
that goes into the house affects 
the final cost, the future home 
owner should recognize the fact 
that planning for economy Is a 
lengthy process— but one that 
pays prompt and substantial di- 
vidends. 
Shape Affects Cast 

Construction economies largely 
depend upon the shape of the 
house and the simplicity with 
which the structural shell of the 
house canjnSe^framed, according 
to FederaHHousing Administra- 
tion officials. 

Since the cost of the enclosing 
outside wall and roof area is a 
large item in the total cost of the 
house, the shape of the house is 
important* The most economical 
shape is the square. It provides 
the maximum amount of floor 
area with the least amount of wall 
area. Corner construction cost 
more than straight-wall construc- 
tion with the result that square 
and other rectangular-shaped 
houses are less costly than L. U or 
Z shapes. The rectangular shape 
shapes. The rectangular shape 
also simplifies the structural fram- 
ing system of both floor and roof 
and thus effects economies. 

The size and arrangement .of 
rooms should permit the use of 
standard size floor and ceiling 
joists without waste of labor and 
materials. When this is done, 
rooms of maximum size are pro- 
vided by a given amount of labor 
and materials Floor openings and 
intersecting roofs and dormers 
add to the cost of the structural 
frame by complicating the fram- 
ing system. 

The framing should be planned 
in relation to the mechanical 
equipment, to permit the eco- 
nomical installation of pipes, 
ducts, wires, and other items. In- 
telligent planning can prevent 
later additional framing or the 
adjusting and cutting of structur- 
al members. 

Even the inexperienced, home 
planner probably knows that 
stock millwork items such as door 
and window frames, door and win- 
dow sash, kitchen cabinets, finish 
trim for wall openings and cor- 
nices, and other items ate an eco- 
nomy. Much of this equipment 
and many finishing Items today 
are so well designed and manu- 
factured that special Items be- 
come a luxury. Stock moldings of 
good design are available in vari- 
ous sizes and shapes and can be 
readily combined to secure effects 
of wide variety. 
Plan Economical Plumbing 

Economy in plumbing installa- 
tions Is often obtainable by locat- 
ing plumbing fixtures to avoid an 
excessive amount of piping. This 
objective can be reached by plan. 
ning the kitchen and bathroom 
with fixtures back to back along 
a partition common to both rooms 
when they are on the same floor, 
or by locating the bathroom over 
the kitchen in a two-story house. 

Quite often climate has a sub- 
stantial effect upon building coats. 
For example, in southern locations 
deep foundations are not required, 
but in northern sections founda- 
tons must be placed deep because 
of frost penetration. 

Unless the building budget will 
permit construction of an attrac- 
tive chimney of good proportion. 
it is generally thought desirable to 
use an inside chimney for econ- 
omy's sake.

Going hunting is a far more 
complicated undertaking today 
than when old Dan Boone and his 
cronies could stroll out of their 
cabins and bring back grouse for 
breakfast, or Dear steak fop lunch. 
The days are long departed when 
• hunter could go out into the 
wilds of Virginia without consid- 
ering the possibility of a chance 
meeting with a brother sports- 
man, a C.C.C. enrollee, a farmer's 
cow, or a game warden. 

Modern sportsmen must be con- 
cerned not only with bagging their 
game, but also with many precau- 
tions which they are urged to ob- 
serve in order to perpetuate their 
favorite sports and to make it as 
safe as possible. The following are 
some of the suggestions to hunters 
made by Carl H. Nolting, Chair- 
man of the Commission of Oame 
and Inland Fisheries: 

Pirst, be careful with your gun. 
Always hold it so that you can 
control the muzzle even if you 
stumble. Don't shoot until you are 
sure of your target, and be espe- 
cially careful not to shoot toward 
buildings, roads, livestock, other 
hunters, or C. C. C. camps and 
work projects. Each C.C.C. camp 
has been requested to post warn- 
ing signs within one-half mile of 
its boundaries and work projects, 
and the enrollees are required to 
practice al> safety precautions dur- 
ing the Hunting season. 

Oct those cripples. No good 
sportsman leaves a cripple in the 
field until he has done everything 
in his power to find it, and he is 
always careful not to shoot at 
game which is out of the effective 
range of his gun. The warning 
against "sky shooting" is especial- 
ly appropriate now that ducking 
season is open, as the crippling 
loss among these birds often ex- 
ceeds 50 per cent of the legal kill. 

To avoid unpleasant experiences 
with law enforcement officer, be 
sure you are thoroughly familiar 
with the hunting regulations. 
Special attention is called to the 
following: 

It is illegal to shoot from an 
automobile or other vehicle. 

Migratory waterfowl may be 
hunted only between sunrise and 
4 p, m. Other species may be hunt-

Anne County AAA Committee, 
points out.

Pay Big: Dividends 



Virginia farmers with a good 
home meat supply are In a fair 
wan to save money next year, be- 
cause meat prices are expected to 
be substantially higher. And O. C. 
Herring, animal husbandman, Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision, recommends that farmers 
slaughter enough animals during 
the approaching killing season to 
take care of their meat and lard 
needs in 1941. 

The higher prices next year are 
expected because of improved con- 
sumer demand and a smaller sup. 
ply of hogs; however, prices will 
likely continue low through fall 
and early winter. Beef supplies 
will probably be near those of 
1940. 

Pork lends itself best to home 
use because it is generally avail. 
able and home methods of curing 
and canning can give satisfactory 
preservation. Also, pork products 
can be used in many different 
ways. 

Beef, veal, and mutton! can also, 
be slaughtered on many farms. 
Herring points out. A difficulty 
with beef is that one animal pro. 
vides too much meat at one time.

If marketing quotas are in ef- 
fect in 1941, farmers who plant 
within their allotments may mar- 
ket without penalty all cotton 
which they produce in 1941. Farm- 
ers who overplant their acreage 
allotments or who have plenty 
cotton from a previous crop must 
pay a penalty of 3 cents a pound 
on all cotton marketed in excess 
of their farm marketing quotas. 



Though canning is at present 
the most general method of pre. 
serving beef, veal, and mutton, the 
refrigerated food lockers, which 
are rapidly gaining favor in Vir- 
ginia and have already come into 
wide use in other states, are high- 
ly recommended. They hold large 
quantities of food and keep it in 
a fresh condition for many weeks.

not be directed against him. 

Millions of people must have 
voted for President Roosevelt with 
great reluctance so far as the 
third term principle is concerned, 
but felt impelled to put it aside 
for the moment on account of the 
international situation. In other 
words, they must have said, "I 
realize this is a dangerous thing 
to do and I hope no precedent will 
be established. There will be men 
in the future wielding the vast 
power of the Presidency against 
whom we ought to bar the door 
in order that we may not have 
an American Diaz or an American 
Hitler." 

In addition, there ar e, of course, 
the millions who voted to uphold 
the third term principle despite 
international conditions. Based 
upon the Gallup polls before the 
campaign a great majority of the 
American people believe that the 
no-third-term tradition is a safe- 
guard to free institutions. That 
behjgjhe case, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate in the next 
Congress ought to report out a

Under the practice prescribed 
by the Constitution the proposed 
amendment would have to receive 
the approval of two-thirds of each 
House of Congress. It does not re- 
quire any action by the President 
although, of course, if President 
Roosevelt were to recommend it, 
it would carry great weight. 

At present two resolutions to 
thus amend the Constitution are 
pending in the United States 
Senate. One calls for a single 
Presidential term of six years. The) 
other places a limit of no more 
than two terms of four years each, 
— no third term. 

A good argument can be made 
fcr either proposal as against the 
other, but the exact form of the 
! roposal is relatively unimportant 
in contrast with the principle it- 
"°If, which is to place some limit 
icon the tenure of the Presiden- 
tial office. 

In behalf of one term of six 
years we have two great pieced-, 
ents to go by. One is that the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1787 
favored until the closing days of 
its session a single term of seven 
years. The other is the Constitu- 
tion of the Confederate States of 
America which prescribed that the 
President should serve fbr six 
years and be ineligible for re-elec- 
tion. It is true also that arguments 
made against a. third term can 
also be made against a second 
term. The vast power of patron- 
age and the control of public op- 
inion now inherent in the Presi- 
dency, can be used to secure a 
second term as well as a third. 
Moreover, it is urged with great 
force that if a President knows 
that he~cah~ serve only ohe^erm 
he will devote his entire effort to 
the service of the country ra,ther 
than placating politicians • of his 
own party and the pressure groups 
of the country to insure a second 
nomination and election.

THE REGISTRATION BOOKS 



The peoples of the immediate Tidewater 
area have recently voted to establish a sani- 
tary district. This means the establishment 
of sewage disposal plants in congested areas 
adequate to prevent the further pollution of 
our tidal waters and lend efforts toward 
their purification. This voice of opinion was 
expressed for the protection of our seafood 
industry and the sanitation of our bathing 
beaches. . ., 

Virginia Beach, looking forward to that 
end, has already taken care of this need at a 
great expense to the taxpayers. The Town 
has constructed a modern and adequate dis- 
posal plant to take care of its needs for many 
years to come and therefore apparently is 
not materially affected by the creation of the 
district. __, 

However, this is not wholly true. The 
Town itself is taking care of the sanitation 
conditions as to the termination of pollution 
but a new problem has arisen— the establish 
ment of a military camp with an accompani 
ment of thousands of men to the NortK of 
the Town and the establishment of a second 
military camp also with thousands of men 
to the South of the Town both -of which by 
necessity will under the present setup have 
a tendency toward the continuing of the pol- 
lution of waters of the shores abutting the 
Town. 

The people of the community have and are 
now giving every ounce of cooperation to the 
defense program particularly as to local acti- 
vities. They will undoubtedly continue to 
do so. It, however, seems quite a hardship 
that the- people go to this great expense and 
burden themselves with taxes to protect 
themselves against pollution only to have it 
come to naught. 

It is realized that every time the Federal 
Government spends a dollar that it comes out 
of the pockets of each and every one of us 
but in view of the fact that this outlay has 
been made by the Town to procure this pro- 
tection it seems only proper that the Federal 
Government join in a continuation of this 
protection. 

With the vast importation of men into 
these camps and the expectation of even 
greater numbers in the future, facilities 
should be made for the connection of their 
sewage disposal with that of the Town, which 
is fully adequate to handle it. It would assist 
in the protection of the seafood industry — 
the preservation of the one asset of the Town, 
its bathing beach — a guard as to the health 
of the men in the camps and an assistance 
to the Town in paying for its already estab 
lished plant. 

REV. REGINALD W. EASTMAN 



Approximately eleven years ago The Rev 
Reginald W. Eastman came to Virginia 
Beach to take charge of the parish of the 
Galilee Episcopal Church and the Eastern 
Shore Chapel. He came as somewhat of a 
novice of a rector; that is, he had not long 
since been ordained. He found a Galilee 
Church with a new edifice, heavily in debt 
and with a comparatively small number of 
communicants. Notwithstanding the many 
hardships that faced him he immediately 
took over the leadership of the parish with 
the one desire of seeing this church con- 
" secrated as the Bishop Tucker Memorial. 
This he accomplished — not only did he pay 
the church debt but in addition he completely 
refurnished its interior. In his desire to 
achieve these accomplishments he refused 
opportunities to go to broader fields. 

This, however, was not the one aim of 
Rev. Mr. Eastman. He greatly built up his 
parish, increasing the number of communi- 
cants and particularly inspired religious work 
among the younger people. 

In addition to his ecclesiastical duties he 
devoted a great portion of his time to civic 
activities, notably as a leader in boy scout 
work for which he had the most profound 
devotion and successfully held many offices 
of importance in the organization. 

Having accomplished the objectives of his 
work in this parish, he has now answered a 
call to take over a greater and larger field 
to carry on a work which he so successfully 
directed here. 

This parish has sustained a loss in his de- 
parture — the community has sustained a 
loss — a loss of one who has untiringly devot- 
ed his energies as a leader of his church and 
for the betterment of the community. 
"Tn our loss we wish for his gain — success 



It was most gratifying to many that prior 
to the last election some steps had been taken 
toward the purging of the registration books 
of the Town of Virginia Beach pursuant to 
orders of the Registration Board. This purge 
had been clamored for by voters, by candi- 
dates and by the press as it had been an un- 
disputable fact that many names were illegal- 
ly recorded thereon 

However, in the purging of the registra- 
tion books some strange coincidences occur- 
red. Some names of well known residents 
of long standing were stricken off, while 
others who apparently should have been 
taken off were permitted to. remain. These 
parties had no notice as required by law that 
their names would be removed and no oppor- 
tunity to protect their franchise rights. 
Their first information being when they 
presented themselves to vote and then 
advised that their name had been taken from 
the books. 

Tis true that some sort of a list was posted 
on the Town H*l!l door setting forth the 
names to be removed but no further notice 
was given. Would a resident of long standing 
in the community have to constantly keep a 
vigil at the Town Hall to ascertain if his 
name is going to be or about to be removed 
from the registration books in order to pro- 
tect his franchise rights? We think not. 
Under that system anyone's name could ar- 
bitrarily be stricken from the books at any 
time prior to any election.

THE FIREMEN OF LONDON 



The "battle of Britain" has brought to the 
notice of the world a new kind of war hero — 
the firemen of London. 

These men aren't bemedalled. They don't 
march about to the playing of martial music. 
Individually, few of them are known. But 
the fact that London still exists is largely 
of their doing. They take the most extreme 
risks calmly and without fanfare, in the line 
of daily duty. They go for days on end 
without sleep or rest, battling the fires the 
enemy's great bombs create. A considerable 
number of them have died at their posts, that 
others might live and the seat of the Empire 
be saved. 

Here in our own country there are no 
bombers to devastate our cities, no long- 
range guns to blast at our homes and indus- 
tries and national monuments. But, all over 
the nation, firemen are doing a peacetime 
job that should be given far more recognition 
than it usually obtains. There has been 
many a jest concerning easy-living firemen, 



English actress, Fany Kemble, will 
recollect that while Miss Kemble 
was ii\ this country, she was pur- 
sued for a time by a fellow-coun- 
tryman named Trelawny. Edward 
John Trelawny, who had already 
lost three wives, one the daughter 
of an Arab sheik, another a mem- 
ber of an old Cornish family, the 
third the sister of the Greek chief- 
tain Odysseus, famous for his part 
in the Greeks' movement for inde- 
pendence. This variously married 
Englishman, .member of a Cornish 
family which had managed to pro- 
duce a number of extraordinary 
characters through the centuries, 
! is the Trelawny in Margaret Arm- 
strong's latest book. 

"A Man's Life" is what Tre- 
lawny would have preferred to 
call his own story of his fabulous 
earlier years published in 1831 as 
"Adventures of a Younger Son", 
which constitutes one of his sev- 
eral claims to fame, the others be- 
ing two books on his brief friend- 
ship with Shelley and Byron. 

It is largely from these three 
books, in which Trelawny revealed 
much about several short periods 
in his life, to a lesser degree from 
his published letters, some hither- 
to unpublished and random 
sources that Margaret Armstrong 
has written the first more nearly 
definitive biography of this man 
who is interesting because of his 
abnormal youth, his extraordinary

countless structures which were al- 
lowed to spring up without regard 
for aesthetic considerations. Wren 
had ideas which would have made 
London streets and squares truly 
spacious. A few of them are so, it 
is true (and the Germans are do- 



lilac schemes were never given a 
U\ chance. Only in the new St. Paul's 
and the other buildings he design- 
ed did this master builder have an 
opportunity to display his geniuF. 
"Had Wren been listened to in 
1666," writes Mr. Brown, "the city 
of London, instead of being a mo- 
dern huddle of ancient alleyways, 
would have trowned a Roman sta- 
ture with -arr^Attic grace and"yet 
been wholly English in its noble 
amplitude." 

Doubtless somewhere in London 
there is now a Wren, possibly a 
whole nest of Wrens, whose' young 
dreams of a rebuilt and replanned 
London are only momentarily 
shattered by the explosions. When 
the time comes, London will not 
lack a master builder. It would be 



that size. An estimate fixes the 
comparative maintenance and op- 
eration costs at about $1,500,000,- 
000 a year, compared with about 
$500,000,000 a few years ago. 

We understand that it costs 
around $2,000,000 a year to keep a 
battleship ready to fight. Instead 
of fifteen, we will have thirty- 
five when the bigger Navy is com- 
pleted. Cruisers cost more than a 
million a year to operate and we 
now plan to have seventy-eight 
where we have had fifteen. 

It should also be clearly under- 
stood that the need for a larger 
Army springs from having a Navy, 
at present inadequate for com- 
plete defense against a possible 
enemy combination- Until the 
Navy can be built, a matter of four 
or five years, we must have a mod- 
ern Army, ready to fight. This 
expense is due to the changed 
world situation and the uncertain- 
ty as to the continued existence 
of the British fleet. 

Consequently, from a dollars 
and cents standpoint, the cheap- 
est investment the United States 
can make, at this time, is to pro- 
vide whatever is necessary to in- 
surest he^ availability ot the Br 1~ 
tish Navy as a fighting force in 
the Atlantic ocean.

Chilling drafts can be prevented 
in new homes and they can be 
corrected in older homes. Here 
are three spots to watch: 

See that the window frame 
forms a weatherproof point with 
the rough framework. This may 
be done by caulking around the 
frame, use of waterproof paper, or 



using what builders call wide 
blind stop construction. 

See that sash are fitted careful, 
ly to the window frame. This not 
only cuts down cold air infiltration 
but makes weatherstripping more 
efficient. 

Drafts may result also through 
the cooling of warm air coming 
in contact with cold panes of 
glass, which causes the cooled air 
to drop to the floor. This can be 
largely overcome by the use of 



either storm sash or double glaz- 
ing. In either instance, the princi- 
ple is the same — a second pane of 
glass, with a dead air space be- 
tween the inside and outside pane, 
to keep the inside pane from be- 
ing cooled too quickly. Drafts are 
reduced, rooms are more comfort- 
able, and heat is saved.

Many Repairs Are 
Within Ability 
Of Home Owner 

The seasoned home owner 
knows it is a luxury to call a 
plumber when a kitchen faucat 
leaks, to call a carpenter when a 
bureau drawer sticks, to call a 
plasterer when a little hole in the 
wall needs mending, or to call an 
electrician when the doorbell fails. 

Proper repair of property is es- 
sential to the maintenance of 
value, according to the Federal 
Housing Administration, but many 
of these smaller repair needs can 
be easily — and economically — met 
by the owner. Adjustment, repair, 
land renewal are three words with 
which all veteran home owners 
are familiar and most have come 
to realize that the expense of out- 
side help is often disproportionate 
to the ends obtained. 

Ability Usually Limited 

The range of ability of the 
home owner is too often definitely 
limited, and repairs beyond his 
reasonable ability should not be 
I undertaken. Delicate adjustments 
J of thermostats, complicated 
plumbing connections, or electri- 
cal mechanisms usually require 
the experience and knowledge of 
a trained repairman, and the re- 
sults of an amateur are likely to 
be unsuccessful and expensive. 
The best advice of the FHA is: 
Where there's doubt call a com- 
petent repairman. 

The enthusiastic "handy man," 
a legendary figure having a me- 
chanical sense as well as energy 
and interest, is seldom encounter- 
ed. Therefore, the home owner 
who lacks any or all of these quali- 
ties should not lack confidence. 
Common Sense Important 

Common sense in appraising the 
repairs necessary is of prime im- 
portance, as well as a realization 
of how far the owner feels he will 
go before his patience wears thin. 
Painting the entire exterior of a 
house, repairing a sagging porch, 
or doing other jobs which take 
considerable time may be beyond 
the owner's patience if not his 
skill. 

When first moving into a new 
home the owner is usually ignor- 
ant of how the house is built, what 
the parts are for, and what can 
be expected of them. After a few 
years' experience, however, his 
ability to appraise and repair is 
improved. 

Trouble usually spares the 
home owner for the first few 
years, but it is foolish not to anti- 
cipate floor finishes wearing out, 
wallpaper and paint soiling, out- 
side paints peeling, and other 
faults brought on by weather and 
wear. For preservation of value 
and comfort in living, the owner 
should be prepared for action 
when these defections arise. 

City ordinances and fire-insur- 
ance regulations should be borne 
in mind by the amateur repair- 
man, and those jobs which must 
be inspected by proper authorities 
after completion should usually bo 
left to the experienced craftsman. 

Leans may be obtained from 
qualified lending institutions un- 
der the Modernization Credii^P! 
of the Federal Housing Admi- 
nistration to finance many types 
of repairs and improvements.

Q. I see so many porches which 
sag and give the house a run- 
down appearance. How can this 
be prevented? 

A. Sagging porches are often the 
result of insufficient support. 
Porch piers are installed for the 
purpose of supporting the porch 
and should not be spaced too far 
apart and should be large enough 
to carry the weight coming upon 
them. To avoid the heaving action 
of frost, footings supporting the 
piers should be built below the 
frost line. Sometimes otherwise 
well-built porch piers settle when 
trenches for pipes are dug too 
close to them and are not properly 
refilled. 



What should FHA building 
specifications include? 

A. According to the Federal 
Housing Administration, specifica- 
tions should amplify the plans or 
working drawings and should de- 
scribe fully all processes of the 
work, the quality of the materials, 
and the quality of the workman- 
ship to be required. The specifica- 
tions should outline in detail the 
kind and quality of materials and 
equipment, and the method and 
quality of construction.

OIL FLOWS FASTER AND FASTER INTO C.S.A. 



The old adage that one bad apple will spoil a whole barrel of 
apples, unless it is quickly removed, has many applications. It applies 
directly to the problems created by Mexico's seizures of U. S. owned oil 
properties in March, 1938. 

The record- clearly shows that after the oil company officials had 
formally informed Mexico's radical Labor Board it would not be able 
to meet the impossible demands of Mexico's Communist leaders and 
avoid bankruptcy the Cardenas administration grabbed their prop- 
erties and gave as a reason that he was going to reduce the oil com- 
panies to obedience and submission. Regardless of the trumped up 
excuse of Cardenas* oil property grab, perspective of two and a half 
years clearly shows that Instead of punishing the oil companies the 
Mexican politicians have punished organized society as represented by 
the democracies. Mexico, by this act became the bad apple to the 
barrel which holds the print of international morality, established 
legal procedure and political and financial practices. 

In his note to the Mexican government of July 21, 1938, Secretary 
of State Hull brought out this point when he said: 

"The whole structure of friendly intercourse of international trade 
and commerce, and many other vital and mutually desirable relations 
between nations indispensable to their progress rest upon the single 
and hitherto solid foundation of respect on the part of governments 
and of peoples for each other's rights under international justice." 

After grabbing the legally acquired property of American citizens, 
Mexico: 

First: Dumped the grabbed oil on world markets. 

Second: Sold this grabbed oil to the totalitarian nations of Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan— 20,000,000 barrels of it— and thus contributed 
to their effectiveness in waging war on the democracies. 

Third: Created a serious defense problem immediately across 
the border from the United States: (a) By driving private capital out 
of her country, thereby reducing her people to poverty which is the 
fertile seed bed for uprisings, (b) By consorting with the enemies of 
democracy she enabled them to establish Fifth Columns which are a 
menace to our national well being. That Mexico has been more than 
friendly with the totalitarian nations is proven by the record that 
while robbing the citizens of democracies of more than a billion dol- 
lars' worth of property she has not yet grabbed any property belonging 
to the citizens of totalitarian nations. 

You'd think that this might end the problem— that there would 
be no more apples to spoil. But there was another one, the finest in 
the barrel. It is the U. S. market. This month and every month sees 
an ever increasing flow of grabbed Mexican oil into the United States, 
oil produced from lands and wells' that cost Mexico nothing, from 
fields discovered without risk or cost to her, run through pipe lines 
which did not cost her a peso, and stored in grabbed tanks. Every 
barrel Sf*tt competes with U.S. oil, produced by American labor and 
capital and is clearly unfair competition. In March of 1939 she sent 
124.000 barrels to the United States. In March, 1940, this had Jumped 
to 934,000 barrels, on July 1940 it was 1,862,000 barrels and indica- 
tions are that Octob% shipments will be well over two million barrels. 
Thus the flow into the United States of grabbed oil grows greater and 
greater. 

Thus the soundness of every apple in the barrel is Imperiled.

BANKERS AND ADVERTISERS , 

The spirit of the recent session of the American Bankers Associa- 
tion showed the willingness of the bankers of America to "stand ready, 
and anxious to do their part." 

A vital question discussed at this twenty-fifth Annual Convention 
related to the extension of efficient "merchandising" plans by the 
bankers: in order that local banks might get the full share of the busi- 
ness that is now "split" and performed by the Federal Government. 

The successful bankers of 1940 and 1941 face heavy responsibili- 
ties to depositors and the public. Their own leaders at the recent 
Convention urged all bankers to use more printers ink in explaining 
their true relations to the communities they serve. Bankers have 
learned through bitter experience that they must rise, or sink, with 
their communities. 



ARMS AND ARMIES 

The United States Government looks upon the conditions of 
Europe and Asia as indicating "a sea of troubles" for our own country. 
The other day millions of young men registered and thereby took the 
first step to go into the army. Several hundred thousand will soon 
be called away from peace-time pursuits and trained as soldiers. Hous- 
ing faculties are being prepared, and ships, airplanes, tanks and other 
implements of war are being built. You can't have an army without 
men, and there is no use to manufacture arms unless there are men 
to use them. The only thing lacking is "approval" of a war- into 
which the United States has been "cordially invited." 

On the other hand, the Nation's outstanding officials and officers, 
and the leading men and women of this country have pledged their 
honor to prevent the sending of American soldiers overseas. 

It is the opinion that there is danger that our young men may be 
sent into a war. That danger can only be offset by a determined stand 
on the part . of the great American public to hold the Government to 
the promises made by the men and women who have been at the head 
of the political squads and battalions during recent weeks. Don't let 
down, no matter what happens — and remember that the "war was 
over, over there" for United States soldiers when the World War was 
"over, over there," in 1918.

Many persons whose interests have been centered in foreign wars, 
and national politics, are aware of the fact that the wheels that re- 
volve in our factories, and the wheels that go 'round and create the 
activities of our everyday life, are not quite fast enough. Within the 
past twenty years. the people of this country have had bitter exper- 
iences, and they will not soon forget the tragedies that followed the 
collapse of agriculture, business, banks, employment, investments, arid 
other heritages of the World War. Among many things talked about 
that "must not happen again" to the American people concerned our 
economic problems and human relations. 

We are just crawling out from under one of the bitterest political 
campaigns in a lifetime, and now we must approach the days when it 
will be up to individuals to smash class distinctions and differences, 
so that the whole citizenry may get down to brass tacks, and strive 
to keep the United States "safe for democracy."

"From a scientific point of view 
the 100 diphtheria deaths which 
occurred in Virginia during^ 1939 
were^ nearly all avoidable. Or to 
express it in a different way, al- 
most every child who lost its life 
from diphtheria during that 
period would be alive today hadj 
the readily available safeguards 
against that disease been appreci- 
ated and sought by the parents of 
those children. When to this 
tragic mortality are added the 
1474 diphtheria illnesses that did 
not end fatally, the extent of the 
parental ignorance or carelessness 
involved in this situation is better 
understood. But even this is not 
the whole story inasmuch as there 
were many hundreds of other un- 
protected youngsters who, despite 
the unconcern of their elders, for- 
tunately did not contract this ma- 
lady," stated Dr. I. C. Riggin. 
State Health Commissioner, to- 
day. 

"The irony of these facts be- 
comes clear when it is noted that 
for nearly 30 years a method to 
prevent diphtheria has been con- 
stantly employed and effectively 
demonstrated in the private prac- 
titioner's off::c and in clinics. 
Moreover, this fact has been con- 
sistently presented to the public 
from the platform, over the radio, 
in newspaper articles, by personal 
professional advice, and through 
antidiphtheria campaigns. From 
all of which it can only be inferred 
that a portion of the population, 
for various reasons, still remains 
unimpressed by cold scienitfic 
facts and results. It is a challenge 
which is being met by the medical 
profession, public health officials, 
school authorities and lay organi- 
zations interested in child health 
and welfare. 

Toxoid is the preventive treat- 
ment against diphtheria. This 
immunizing agent is easily ad- 
ministered by the family physi- 
cian. For those unable to pay for 
this type of service, clinics fre- 
quently are arranged by local 
doctors. 

"Children under the age of six 
years are more prone to contract 
diphtheria than are older ones: 
and the chances of a fatal out- 
come also are greater. Therefore, 
every child should be afforded 
this protection during the last 6 
months of the first year of life. 
However, children over that age 
also should be protected if through 
natural processes they have not 
developed their own immunity, a 
fact that is readily determined by 
the Schick test. This Schick test 
also may be given to all children 
two months after the toxoid im- 
munization to determine whether | 
or not immunity has been estab- 
lished. 

"If toxoid were made available 
to all young children, instead of 
delaying until the child is of 
school age, the comparatively 
large diphtheria toll of illness and 
death not only in Virginia but in 
the United States would be drasti- 
cally reduced in a short time. 
""Science has done, and con- 
tinues to do, much in fighting 
diphtheria; however, until all 
young children, instead of just a 
proportion of them, routinely are 
protected against this childhood 
devastator, the nearly one-hun- 
dred per cent job of which it is 
capable will not be possible. In- 
creased and sustained parental in- 
terest is the main key to the sit- 
uation."

Weekly News Letter 

Certification And Advertising 
Of Oysters 

Recognizing the imperative need 
for a wider market for Chesapeake 
Bay oysters. Virginia and Mary- 
land packers will meet late this 
month or early in December in 
Baltimore to consider certification 
and advertising of their product. 

The Maryland invitation was re- 
ceived and acted upon at a meet- 
ing of seafood packers and repre- 
sentatives of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the U. S. 
Bureau of Fisheries last week at 
Norfolk. Commissioner of Fish- 
eries O. Walter Mapp presided. 

Representing the Department of 
Agriculture were J. H. Meek and 
R. W. Hines and attending from 
the Bureau of Fisheries were S. 
R. Pottlnger and C. P. Lee. Oyster 
packers present were R. L. Miles 
Jr., Frank Miles. I. T. Ballard. Wil- 
liam Ballard. Lawson Miles, and 
John Holloway of Norfolk; O. A. 
Bloxom of Battery Park; and J. 
S. Darling and Oeorge T. Elliott 
of Hampton. 

Chairman Edwin Warfield of 
the Maryland Department of Con- 
servation has named a commis- 
sion of five Maryland packers to 
meet with the Virginia representa- 
tives. At a recent meeting in Bal- 
timore, the Maryland conferees 
agreed that the advertising pro- 
gram should place emphasis on 
the fact that the oysters come 
from Chesapeake Bay and propos- 
ed that the words "Chesapeake 
Bay oysters" be lithographed on 
oyster containers. Names of pack- 
ers and their addresses also would 
appear on the containers. 

The Maryland season on public 
rocks opened Friday, November 1. 
with Conservation Commission 
officials predicting that the Bay 
waters of the "Old Line" Stat* 
would not yield quite as many 
marketable oysters as last year. 



"The seafood industry has suf- 
fered from neglect at the hands of 
Virginia politicians, but ft la by 
ik) means done for". Commission- 
er of Fisheries O. Walter Mapp 
told the Kiwanis Club of Rich- 
mond in an address last week in 
the capitol city. « 

This situation constitutes "An 
awful indictment of Virginia po- 
liticians. who have sat by and let 
go out with the tides of the sea a 
great industry," Mapp said. But 
the Commission intends within 
the next five years to "make Vir- 
ginia the greatest seafood State 
on the Atlantic Coast", he added.

To Hold Hearings On Crab Meat 

The U. S. Tariff Commission 
will hold a hearing to consider the 
duty on foreign crab meat on 
December 11th in Washington. A 
similar hearing will be held for 
the West Coast December 4th at 
Seattle. 

The hearings are part or an in- 
vestigation to determine whether 
the difference in foreign and 
domestic cost of production of 
crab meat justifies changing the 
present 15 per cent duty. 

The crab canning industry in 
the United States produced about 
750,000 pounds of crab meat Last 
year. Imports in the year ending 
August 31st were 17,500,000 
pounds. 
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Melson Speaks At High School 

Indicative of the expanding pro- 
gram of seafood exploitation in 
Virginia, Re veil Melson of the 
Virginia Fisheries Laboratory at 
Yorktown last week addressed the 
student body of Newport News 
High School, illustrating his talk 
with a marine exhibit. 

Melson showed the curious 
youngsters the heartbeat of the 
oyster by means of a laboratory 
device which records the beats on 
a graph. He also exhibited pre- 
served specimens of fish, crab, 
oysters, clams and other sea life 
prepared by the laboratory. 



Mapp Promises Seafood 
Renaissance 



Oyster Exhibit Popular 
A popular feature of the Com- 
mission of Fisheries' seafood ex- 
hibit recently shown in several 
localities of Virginia is a device 
illustrating the oyster's heart ac- 
tion and method of feeding. The 
oyster feeds by opening the valves, 
or shells, drawing a current of 
water through the gill chambers, 
and straining out the microscopic 
plant and animals. Changes in 
temperatures greatly affect the 
feeding mechanism but at a con- 
stant temperature of 76 degrees F 
large volumes of water can be fil- 
tered by the oyster. It has been ac- 
curately determined that at this 
temperature as much as 27 quarts 
may pass through the 
bers of a single 
one hour. Food cont 
water consists largely 
peridinians, bacteria, 
small organisms. Diatoms, 
microscopic plant forms, are 
probably of greatest importance in 
the diet of the oyster.

ment will place orders for an 
equal number. 

"RaUroad carloadlngs will be'go- 
ing up. Electric power output will 
necesaarlly follow the surging in- 
dustrial production indices. And 
such basic heavy industries as 
steel will find their principal prob- 
lem in figuring how to keep output 
up to demand. 

Normally, a great jump in pro- 
duction such as this would in- 
volve gigantic profits. That will 
not be true, this time. This year, 
for instance, many industries ex- 
pect that net earnings will be 
under the 1939 level, even though 
production is substantially great- 
er. There are a number of rea- 
sons for that. One is that commo- 
dity costs are rising. Still another 
is that it will be necessary to put 
a larger proportion of gross in- 
come back into plant facilities. 
And the most important reason of 
all is taxes. We are starting a 
twenty or thlrty-billion-dollar 
arms program on top of a $45.- 
000,000,000 national debt, and in 
the face of the fact that Federal 
income has been under Federal 
spending for eight years. The 
tax boosts put into effect by the 
current Congress are generally re- 
garded as but a modest start. It 
seems inevitable that far larger 
increases will be necessary next 
year and during the years to fol- 
low. At the same time, govern- 
ment will probably do all it can to 
hold down prices of finished pro- 
ducts, and to force industry to ab- 
sorb as much of the higher costs 
as it can. Profits must be ade- 
quate, but they won't be great. 

It isn't pleasant to think of the 
depression that, in the view of 
most economists, will follow the 
war boom. History shows us again 
and again that prosperity based 
on arms production is eventually 
disastrous. But force of circum- 
stance is forcing us to follow the 
rest of the world in the race to- 
ward military supremacy. So, until

But 
Americans today can understand, 
possibly for the first time, what 
the position of Britain was and 
what sort of revolution in public 
thinking was required to mend 
that position. Americans today 
have come, as British opinion had 
to come, to a stage of determina- 
tion to oppose aggression even if 
this involves upsetting temporari- 
ly the ordinary way of life. 

In no sepse do these considera- 
tions remove from a public leader 
his responsibility for leading. But 
they may help us all to understand 
that Mr. Chamberlain's mistakes 
were in a great measure our mis-

Small capital is no handicap if 
a group of people have the will 
to join together in a common ef- 
fort to have a little industry in 
their community. The cornerstone 
of any successful business is sin- 
cere and concentrated effort This 
element of success depends en- 
tirely upon determination of 
neighborhood groups. 

There are three concrete ap- 
proaches to a small industry for 
a rural community: 

The first is that of processing 
crops from the field either for 
consumption or for further pro- 
ductive use in the manufacture of 
finished articles. The canning of 
vegetables and fruit for consump- 
tion is an example of the former 
method. Processing of soy beans 
is an illustration of both types of 
by-products. 

A second type of beginning is 
marked by discovering what items 
are used by the local community 
as well as surrounding areas. 
When such a survey has been 
made, begin manufacture of the 
product. An example of this type 
of industrial beginning is making 
of andirons and other fireplace I 
accessories for sale locally and in 
nearby towns. 

The third method is to make 
parts for larger manufacturing 
plants in small cities and metropl- 
itan areas. The winding of arma- 
tures for electric motors would 
fall under this category. 

There are other obvious 
methods of storting from a small 
beginning in an endeavor to se- 
cure industry for your community. 
But these three have been the 
most universally successful. 

Further, the added demand for 
production facilities and labor, as 
a result of the defense program, 
make this an opportune time to 
take immediate action. 

There is no reason for delay in 
getting a little industry started 
in the rural community. No com- 
munity is forced to wait for some 
outsider or en • t of fortune to 
act in its L...l". Neighborhoods 
that pass up opportunities for 
self betterment will remain in 
the same economic condition while 
the world moves onward. Thus, 
the town lacking foresight will 
eventually become the "ghost 
town," symbolic of a community 
without determination. 

Those who want to help their 
communities and themselves 
should remember that there is a 
large supply of labor available 
locally though the capital is small. 
Therefore, items chosen for the 
manufacturing venture should be 
those with a higher percentage of 
la^or cost (payroll dollars) as 
compared to- the overhead ex- 
penses of machinery. Thus, more 
labor will be employed, thereby 
balancing available resources in 
such a way that their combination 
will fit local needs and at the 
same time be more effective for 
scur.d enduring enterprise. 

Wli en such an industrial move 
has been decided upon by a com- 
munity, the question of "who shall 
hend it" invariably arises. 

There are men in every com- 
munity, no matter how small, who 
can supply needed leadership for 
such enterprises. 

Look for the man who manages 
his own affairs well or the young 
man who shows promise. In that 
individual will usually be found 
natural ability to which experi- 
ence and knowledge can be added 
as needed during progress of the 
joint venture. 

A little capital and a lot of 
labor wisely managed will bring 
undreamed of returns to any rural 
community possessing the de- 
termination to have a small in- 
dustry of its own.

The invitation was extended by 
Chairman Edwin Warfield of the 
Maryland Department of Con- 
servation and was accepted on be- 
half of Virginia packers by Com- 
missioner of Fisheries G. Walter 
Mapp. 

J. H. Meek and R. W. Hlnes of 
the Virginia Department of Agri- 
culture and S. R. Pottinger and 
C. P. Lee of the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries, who have been working 
with Virginia packers on a plan 
for certification, have been invited 
to attend. Members of the Vir- 
ginia committee are R. L, Miles. 
F. M. Miles, Charles Ballard, and 
William Ballard, all of Norfolk; J. 
S. Darling and George T. Elliott 
of Hampton, and O. A. Bloxom, of 
Battery Park.

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IMPORTANT UNCHANGEABLE WATS 

About 150 years ago the people of the United States built up their 
young independent Nation by slow-but-sure processes. They framed 
and ratified a Constitution and consumed eight years after the York- 
town surrender in agreeing to a form of Government that is the same 
today as it was when Washington became President. Thirty-one men 
have occupied the Presidency, and in chosing— and re-electing some 
of them— there have been national elections every four years. The 
population has multiplied ten times, and the quadrennial quarrels of 
voters and candidates are at least ten times hotter than at the start. 
Nevertheless back in 1789 the people stood for "the general welfare" 
and the "blessings of liberty." The election of 1940 showed that the 
people were still standing "pat" for the unchangeable ways arranged 
in the beginning. 

I have been impressed by the observations of a great industrial 
leader who recently said: "I think the American way of living brings 
to our mind something quite tangible. It reflects a high general stan- 
dard of living. It reflects freedom of thought and action and in- 
numerable other privileges associated with democracy and free enter- 
prise." That was the blue-print in 1789, and while the years have 
witnessed tremendous differences in the methods and habits of life, 
we have emerged from one of the most bitter presidential campaigns 
in all our history, still holding fast as a united people to the unchange- 
able ways of a century and a half ago. The pioneers demanded "a 
high general standard of living," and their descendants have been 
fighting-it-out every four years at the polls, where they have reassert- 
ed their belief in the important unchangeable privileges of freedom 
of thought and action and all the "innumerable other privileges asso- 
ciated with democracy and free enterprise." 

The problems of war and peace, making a living, protecting pri- 
vate property and enterprise, caring for the poor and needy, produc- 
tion that produced goods and employment for all who are able to 
work; defense for every home and fireside without being annoyed by 
official decrees that are obnoxious — and dictatorial; the sanctity of 
the home, the welfare of every community and entire freedom of the 
individual to a high standard of living — these are still listed as im- 
portant unchangeable ways of American life. 

These facts are admitted by the victors of the recent election. The 
losers fought for the same ideals. In fact, nearly all the people firm- 
ly declared themselves in favor of continuing the important unchange- 
able ways of life, even though their systems and methods were wholly 
opposed. 

But there is a clearer understanding among all of us, regardless 
of who we shouted for in the 1940 election. 

William Lloyd Garrison said, long ago: "You can not possibly 
have a broader basis for any government than that which includes 
all the people, with all their rights in their hands, and with an equal 
power to maintain their rights."

PROTECTING THE WOOL CONSUMER 

Virgin wool is five times superior to lower grades of wool. The 
new truth-in-fabrics law will protect every article sold as a wool pro- 
duct, no matter Whether it be In a bolt of cloth, or down the line to a 
pair of socks. The wool grower and the public will have the same 
protection against inferior fabrics under the new law as is now applied 
,to foods and drugs. 

, The necessity for protecting the public was clearly demonstrated 
■when Curt E. Forstmann, president of the Forstmann Woolen Com- 
pany, appeared before a Committee of Congress holding hearings on 
'the new truth fabrics law that goes into effect after next July. 

Mr. Forstmann showed the Congressmen three suits of clothes 
that all appeared to be identical and Committee members were un 
able to tell one from the others. He testified that the fabrics in the 
three suits had been made under exactly the same conditions except 
t for the wool content. One was made of 100 per cent virgin wool, that 
is wool that had never been used before; one was made of 50 per cent 
Virgin wool, and 50 per cent reclaimed wool; and the third entirely 
of reclaimed wool or shoddy. 

In laboratory tests, Mr. Forstmann said, the virgin wool fabric 
had withstood 26,000 rubs, the equivalent of several years of hard 
usage, whereas the 50-50 fabric failed after 16.000 rubs, and the fabric 
of reclaimed wool broke through after only 5,000 rubs. In tensile 
strength tests the virgin wool withstood five times the pull that tore 
apart the fabric of reclaimed wool. 

The new law will not prohibit the use of reprocessed wool or of 
reclaimed wool. It will, however, require that the fiber content be 
indicated on the label in terms of percentages so that the consumer 
can know what he or she is buying. 



REPUBLICAN CLUBS 



Ten thousand Republican clubs were organized to support the 
candidacy of Wendell Willkie. These clubs are to be continued to 
carry out a program of "loyal opposition" to certain Administration 
policies of President Roosevelt. It is claimed that the Club movement 
will represent "We, the People." 

For several years "loyal opposition" to the New Deal has been 
poorly outlined in the two houses of Congress. The Philadelphia Con- 
vention recognized the fact that the Republican party was without 
strong leaders, and Mr. Willkie was selected to lead what looked like 
a rather hopeless cause. But Willkie surprised everybody, and made 
one of the most vigorous campaigns in American history, and 22 mil- 
lion voters rallied to his supports ' 



The two party system is as old as the Government itself, since 
it originated in the struggle of 1787-88 for and against the ratification 
of the Constitution. The Democrats came into power when Woodrow 
Wilson was elected; then they lost to the Republicans. These 10 thous- 
and clubs are all the more unusual as we trace them back to their 
origin, which all began when Oren Root. Jr.. asked for help to or- 
ganize the first of them. His efforts grew into one of the most pop- 
ular movements of the election, and as a result the Republicans now 
have a stronger force than could ever be hoped for from a minority 
organization in Congress. The new political technique will be watched 
with interest.

Efforts of the Federal Housing 
Administration to secure the wid- 
est possible distribution of the 
benefits of its insured-mortgage 
program have proved fruitful, ac- 
cording to a statistical analysis 
made public by Administrator 
Stewart McDonald. 

The analysis revealed that more 
than 21 per cent of all single- 
family mortgag s en new homes 
accepted for insurance during 
1939 were located in places with 
populations of less than 2,500. 
while 61 per cent of all new-home 
mortgage acceptances were in 
places of less than 100.000 pop- 
ulation. Of the latter, 25 per cent 
were altogether outside metropo- 
litan areas, while the remaining 36 
per cent were within such areas. 
Pond Shortage Met 
"One of the major objectives of 
the National Housing Act was to 
extend the advantages of its In- 
sured Mortgage System into every 
corner of the country," Mr. Mc- 
Donald said. "Prior to its passage 
thousands of small isolated com- 
munities, removed from the 
money centers of the nation, suf- 
fered from an acute lack of mort- 
gage funds for home-construction 
purposes. Consequently, the po- 
tential builder was dependent 
wholly on the local supply , of 
funds, which, when available, were 
generally at higher interest rates 
than those permitted by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration." 
Extension Stressed 
Recognizing the inadequacy of 
the mortgage-money supply in de- 
tached communities, the FHA has 
continually emphasized the neces- 
sity of making available the bene- 
fits of its program to small cities 
and towns. 

"Average American small cities," 
with populations between 10,000 
and 25.000. accounted for almost 
12 per cent of the new single- 
family mortgages accepted for in- 
surance by the FHA during last 
year.

Modern Kitchens Are 
Models Of Efficiency 

The old-fashioned kitchen, with 
an antique ice-box, clumsy stove, 
inadequate storage space, make- 
shift appliances, colorless acces- 
sories, and dance-hall floor is as 
outmoded as yesterday's news- 
paper. 

No other room requires so care- 
ful a study of the needs of the 
family as the kitchen. This funda- 
mental requirement which make 
up a well-planned, efficient, mod- 
ern kitchen has often been pointed 
out. 

The kitchen must be of suffi- 
cient size to contain equipment for 
food storage, dish and pan stor- 
age, dishwashing, broom storage. 
cooking, food preparation, and 
sometimes laundry work. While 
there must be space for all of 
these the nature and amount of 
equipment is variable, depending 
not only on the incoe but also on 
not only on the income but also on 
family. 

A kitchen embodies three areas 
of activity: receiving and storing 
food; cleaning and dishwashing; 
and cooking and serving. When 
kitchen planners refer to the U 
type, the L type, or the broken- 
unit type they are merely indicat- 
[ ing the general relationship of the 
three basic work centers. 

The first or storage center in- 
cludes a refrigerator, storage 
space for supplies not requiring 
cold storage, and a nearby count- 
er on which food may be prepared 
as it is taken from storage. 

The second area, for cleaning 
and dishwashing, locates the sink 
between convenient counters with 
cabinets above holding necessary 
supplies. 

The cooking and serving center 
contains the range and a counter 
or table logically situated close to 
the dining-room door. 

Cabinetmakers, thought to have 
reached the ultimate in kitchen 
convenience, are still finding new 
ways to make work easier. The 
convenience of the design of kit- 
chen cabinets is apparent in the 
arrangement of the well-equipped 
drawers and storage spaces in 
both base and wall cabinets. Plan-

The Appetizer 

To make a tomato-horse-radish 
cocktail to serve six, first soak one 
teaspoon evaporated horse-radish 
in one teaspoon cold water for ten 
minutes. Combine this with the 
contents of two 12-oz. cans tomato 
juice. Chill overnight ar.d serve 
in cocktail glasses. 

The Relishes 

It is clever to serve a variety 
of relishes in place of salad. Car- 
rot flowers, paprika celery curls, 
fresh cucumber pickle arranged 
together on a plate make a parti- 
cularly colorful combination. To 
prepare the paprika celery curls, 
cut small stalks or short pieces of 
the cleaned celery lengthwise into 
thin shreds, cutting to within one- 
half inch of the leaves or ends of 
the pieces. Place in ice water to 
curl. Just before serving, drain 



the celery and dip the end of each 
curl in paprika. 

Cut carrot flowers by making 
lengthwise cuts one-eighth inch 
deep and a fraction of an inch 
apart all around. Then cut cross- 
wise into paper thin slices. Keep 
the slices in ice water an hour bo- 
fore serving so petals will <*url 
and crisp. You will want to pre- 
pare both the celery curls and the 
carrot flowers the day before on 
this occasion, however. 

The Sauces 

And now all that remains to be 
done on this Wednesday is the 
making of the sauces . . . one for 
the broccoli and one for the dessert, 
for the fig pudding is another pre- 
pared food that you have only to 
heat Cooking the broccoli just 
before pouring the sauce over is a 
simple matter, too. Just wash it 
and cook rapidly in boiling salted 
water, uncovered, for IS to 20 
minutes or until tender but not 
soft Drain thoroughly, place in a 
serving dish and pour this Hollan- 
daise over- the top:

Melt in top part of double boiler — 
1 tablespoon butter. 
Add, blending thoroughly—

Cook until bubbling.

Cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly, until thickened. 
Remove from fire, then add —

2 teaspoons pure cider vinegar. 
Serve at once over vegctable3 

or store in refrigerator and reheat 
in double boiler just before serv- 
ing. (Serves 6.) 

Canned Fig Pudding with 
Cherry Sauce 

Combine, then bleiid well-' 

% cup butter 

1 cup sugar. 

Add— 

1 cup cherry juice. 

Cook, stirring constantly, to 
boiling point, then boi! 
without stirring 15 minutes. 

Add— 

1 cup drained cherries. 

Heat— 

1 large (Mb. 11-oz.) can fig 
pudding according to direc- 
tions on label. 




Place whole pudding on plate, 
then pour sauce over. Take to 
table and serve at once. Sauce 
may be made the day before and 
reheated or it may be served cold 
over hot pudding.

The kind of a kitchen range in- 
stalled is another variable factor 
Gas and electric ranges, being the 
most convenient types, are 
most desirable. There may be 
cases, however, where the coal or 
wood range is justified in com- 
munities where coal or wood is 
readily available and inexpensive. 
These fuels involve extra labor of 
hauling and ash removal. If coal 
or wood is used, there must be pro- 
vision for adequate and convenient 
storage.

Well-chosen shrubs, trees, and 
other plants are definite assets to 
the house and care should be ex- 
ercised to protect them from 
Winter damage. 

Pruning of trees need not be de- 
layed until all of the leaves have 
fallen. The gardener will have a 
better chance to judge how much 
growth is to be removed to gain 
the wanted results.

Stucco Requires 
Prompt Repairs 

This is of interest only to those 
home owners whose dwellings are 
of stucco. 

Too rich a mixture, improperly 
selected materials, or too much 
rapidity in drying or other reasons 
may have resulted in a wall less 
resistent to the elements than the 
owner may wish. Where this oc- 
curs, or where the stucco draws 
away from window frames » or 
cracks develop because of shrink- 
age, it is (important that repairs 
be made promptly. 

A stucco surface may have any 
of a variety of finishes, all of 
which in time become dirty. With 
water and a scrubbing brush, the 
owner can improve appearances 
considerably. If plain water isn't 
enough, soap should be added. 
After such a bath, the surface 
should be thoroughly washed 
down with a hose. 



DIABETES AND INSULIN 

"Perhaps no more impressive 
proof of the value of the research 
laboratory has been offered in the 
last few decades than the discov- 
ery of insulin and its application 
to the treatment of diabetes mel- 
litus. The result of painstaking in- 
vestigations was the discovery of 
I a method to extract a substance, 
called insulin, from certain cells 
in the pancreas of animals. This 
substance, when injected into 
those suffering from diabetes, 
makes good the individual's insul- 
in deficiency. This deficiency is 
caused by the destruction or seri 
ous impairment of a group of cells 
in the human pancreas that nor- 
mally manufactures this product, 
the result being diabetes. Many 
thousands of lives have been, are, 
and will continue to be, prolonged 
in reasonable health by this treat- 
ment," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"Diabetes occurs when the 
system cannot burn up or store all 
the sugar contained in eaten food. 
In such case, excess quantities of 
sugar find their way into the 
blood. As sugar normally is trans- 
formed into energy or stored as 
fat, the body's inability properly 
to make use of the sugar results 
in undue thirst, loss of weight and 
strength which are among the sys- 
tems of diabetes. 

"This disease usually is a middle 
or old age complaint, occurring 
more frequently in women than 
men. Moreover, a diabetic tend- 
ency frequently is a family trait. 
"While other factors sometimes 
are responsible for diabetes, to re- 
duce the possibility of acquiring 
this disease all middle-aged or 
older persons should avoid undue 
overweight. Barring glandular de- 
fects, overweight usually is due to 
overfondness for food. If already 
noticeably too heavy the family 
physician should be consulted, and 
hi3 advice, including dietary re- 
strictions, followed strictly. 

"Undoubtedly, the sedentary 
life to which many persons be- 
tween 40 and 60 years of age sub- 
ject themselves plus the consis- 
tently large quantities of sugar 
producing foods that are consum- 
ed are sometimes responsible for 
placing more of a load on the in- 
sulin producing cells of the pan- 
creas than they can bear, result- 
ing in diabetes, especially in that 
group where this condition runs in 
families. 

"One-fifth of the American 
adult population is overweight. It 
has been stated conservatively 
that if this large segment could 
be reduced to normal weight the 
number of diabetics could be cut 
approximately to one-half. 

"Thus, it is to be observed that 
the diabetes problem from the 
standpoint of the population, 
largely is a personal one. The 
problem is for those of middleage 
or over to eat wisely of all foods 
but not too well. Fine as it is, 
insulin is but a stabilizer for those 
who already have acquired the dis- 
ease."

A sense of approximate sizes is 
helpful In designing a coal bin, as 
valuable basement space will be 
wasted if the coal bin is made un.

A 2,000-pound ton of anthracite 

will occupy not more than 40 

cubic feet. That Is a space about 

3 feet high. 3 feet wide, and 4 1-2 

j feet long. For 10 tons, a bin could 

J be 6 feet high, 8 feet wide, and 11 



feet long. 

A ton of average bituminous 
coal vqill occupy 48 cubic feet, and 
a bin to hold 10 tons should en- 
close a space 8 feet high, 8 feet 
wide, and 14 feet long. 

A coal bin should be convenient 
to the heater and so placed that it 
can be filled from a street or 
driveway without injury to lawn 
or shrubbery.

An analysis of the election sta- 
tistics produces some highly in. 
teresting facts. Most obvious of 
those facts is that Mr. Roosevelt's 
tremendous Electoral College ma- 
jority gives no indication whatso- 
ever of the closeness of the con- 
test. Measured in popular votes, 
this was the closest election since) 
1916, when Wilson and Hughes' 
were the standard bearers. With a 
total vote of close to 50,000 000, 
the President's plurality was under 
5,000,000. The vote cast for Mr. 
Willkie was the largest ever given 
a Republican candidate. The 
President's percentage of the total 
vote was about 54.5 per cent— 
which is a comparatively slim mar- 
gin, inasmuch as he needed 52 per 
cent to win, because of the ex- 
cessively heavy majorities the 
Democratic ticket always rolls up 
In the South. 

What this means is that for tie 
first time the President has met 
real opposition. As Time put it, 
"Beside a great victory, Roosevelt 
also had the greatest vote of no 
confidence that any President ever 
received." That is not a carping, 
spoil-sport observation — it ;s j 
simply the fact. The President 
won a clean-cut victory, but he 
didn't win in anything resembling 
a landslide. Indeed, if only about 
one million votes had been cast 
the other way in the big key 
states it would have been possible 
for Mr. Willkie to have obtained a 
two-vote Electoral College ma. 
Jority, even though the President 
would still have had a popular 
majority. 

The big cities of the country did 
much to give the President his

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1. What Is It? 

The Christmas Cheer Fund is an 
organized effort to provide a 
Christmas basket of food, clothing 
and toys to every needy family in 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County. 

2. Who Benefits? 

Baskets are sent to families who, 
because of sickness, lack of a wage 
earner or unemployment, are not 
able to provide for their own 
Christmas. Names of these fami- 
lies are secured from the Welfare 
Department, Schools, Churches, 
County .and Town organizations. 
Each family is carefully investi- 
gated as to its particular needs. 

3. How Great Is The Need? 
Last year 242 baskets were dis- 
tributed. This year, due to in- 
creased prosperity . and employ- 
ment in our community, the list 
will perhaps be smaller but — the 
need of families where there is 
illness, old age, and widows with 
children, is as great as ever and 
because of our increased pros- 
perity it is the desire of the Cheer 
Fund committee to make their 
Christmas more bountiful than 
ever.

Block Booking And Other Bills 

Block booking is not only an evil 
in the motion picture Industry. 
but the course of legislation .in 
Congress to prevent it illustrates a 
far greater evil 
that is weaken- 
ing public con- 
fidence in par- 
liamentary gov- 
ernment. I re- 
fer to the pig- 
eon - holing of 
important legi- 
slation by Con- 
gressional committees, and the 
utter helplessness of the citizen as 
a result. 

To illustrate. The Pettengill- 
Neely bill to abolish block book- 
ing and blind selling of movie 
films was introduced in March 
1935. That is nearly six years ago. 
In 1936 House and Senate com- 
mittees held hearings on the bill, 
with a favorable report by the 
Senate committee. That is as far 
as it got. Congress came to an end. 
In 1938 a new Congress met, the 
bill was reintroduced; again a 
Senate committee reported it fav- 
orably and the Senate passed it. 
Then that Congress adjourned. 



This particular bill has been 
fought for by such fine groups of 
citizens as the Motion Picture Re- 
search Council officered by Ray 
Lyman Wilbur, once member of 
the. Cabinet, now president ofi 
Stanford University, and by Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge. Other organiza- 
tions supporting the bill are the 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers; the Young Women's 
Christian Association; The Na- 
tional Orange; Women's Christian 
Temperance Union; Women's 
Trade Union League; American 
Association of University Women; 
Association of Childhood'^Educa- 
tion; American Home Economics 
Association, and dozens of other 
civic and religious groups. But no 
action. Death by pigeon-holing. 

But at the moment I pass by 
the merits of this particular bill. 
Say, if you please, that It is a 
bad bill. There is something in 
this situation more important 
than this bill or any other bill. 
That is the breakdown of the leg- 
islative process; the slow strang- 
ulation of hopes and desires of 
citizens behind the closed doors 
of a Congressional Committee. 

The block booking bill is only 
one in a somewhat similar situa- 
tion.

Here is a bill, three times favor- 
ably reported by a Senate Com- 
mittee; twice passed by the Unit- 
ed States Senate; hearings in 
three Congresses totaling 2535 
printed pages; witnesses many 
times brought to Washington at 
great cost of time and money, and 
still no action. You can't get the 
House committee to either report 
or refuse to report the bill. 

Millions of people are interested 
in the Neely-Pettenglll bill, but 
five years go by, and no action. It 
suffocates in a pigeon hole. 



the Senate. The Smith bill to 
amend N. L. R. B. also has passed 
the House with the support of the 
American Federation of Labor. It, 
too, faces slow death in the Sen- 
ate. 

In the struggle of free govern- 
ment to survive upon this planet, 
records like these knife democracy 
in the back. They make, the citizen 
resentful of his government, and 
inclined to look with greater favor 
upon fascism which at least "gets 
things done." 

A system that, works like this is 
a paradise for the lobbyists of 
special interests. They do not have 
to defeat legislation on its mer- 
its. All ifhey need to do is to "con- 
vince" a few members of a single

The role of the community in 
the national defense program, par- 
ticularly with regard to the com- 
munity that house a training 
camp, will feature the discussions 
of Virginias Chamber of Com. 
merce secretaries at their annual 
fall conference being held today 
and tomorrow in the Monticello 
Hotel, in Charlottesville.

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WHAT IS TUBERCULOSIS? 

"Do you know what tuberculosis is?" The 
great majority of our answers to that ques- 
tion would be a quick "Yes." But if that 
"Yes" was closely examined, the chances are 
strong that it would fall apart. 

Now when we are again receiving the 
Christmas Seals through which we support 
part of the vast organized fight for us 
against tuberculosis held day in, day out, 
year in, year out, by the National Tubercu- 
losis Association and its more than 1,600 af- 
filiated associations throughout the country, 
we should find out what we really know about 
tuberculosis. . „ 

It is imperative that we know all we can 
about tuberculosis, for knowledge is our real 
weapon against the prevention of disease. 
There is no vaccine for its prevention, no 
drug for its cure. The victories gained in 
the past have been truly victories of educa- 
tion. Yet, surprising enough, there are still 
many misconceptions about the disease held 
by many people. . ' 

The medical- profession and the tubercu- 
losis associations have been telling, showing 
us, for years what we should know, what we 
should do to prevent, control and cure tuber- 
culosis in this country. But many of us have 
paid little attention. Many of us do not know 
even the few facts that we should know— 
the facts which, if we knew and put into 
practice, would drive tuberculosis out of this 
country in a relatively few years. 

The mistaken belief that tuberculosis can 
be inherited still tortures some people. But 
tuberculosis is caused by a germ, the tuber- 
cle bacillus. Every person having the 
disease has "caught it" from someone else 

who has it, 

Despair, based on ignorance, still strikes 
'some people when they hear the verdict- 
tuberculosis. Another wrong belief has per- 
sisted— the incurability of the disease. But 
tuberculosis can be cured if found early. The 
hope in getting well lies in beginning treat- 
ment early. 

Tuberculosis can be in an advanced stage 
before any symptoms appear. It can hide 
behind apparently "healthy looks" for 
months. But the X-ray can find tuberculosis 
before any symptoms appear. When the time 
comes that a chest X-ray will be a routine 
part of every physical examination, tremen- 
dous strides can rapidly be taken toward 
complete eradication of .the disease. 

Not even the symptoms of tuberculosis are 
known by all of us. Unexplained tiredness 
is a danger signal. Other signals that point 
toward the necessity for a- competent medical 
examination are loss of weight, loss of ap- 
petite, indigestion, an afternoon fever, a 
cough that hangs on, blood spitting. 

Some of us are not yet rid of the belief, 
long since exploded, that climate is of major 
importance in the treatment of the disease. 
With expert medical care and absolute bed 
rest the disease can be cured in almost any 
climate. 

Another fact that too few of us pay atten- 
tion to is the extent of the disease in this 
country. We emphasize the declining death 
rate because it is good news. We need to 
emphasize the alarming number of persons 
still dying with tuberculosis every year. 
Sixty-four thousand persons died from tuber- 
culosis last year! We need to emphasize 
the tremendous mortality among young peo- 
ple. Tuberculosis kills more persons between 
the ages of 15 and 45 than any other disease! 

These are only a few things we should 
know about tuberculosis. We can prevent the 
attack by this enemy by using our one 
weapon — knowledge. 

We have a double duty in the fight against 
tuberculosis. We must support it financial- 
ly—it is a fight for our lives, remember— 
and we must take an active part in the fight 
by using the knowledge about the disease 
thatis available to us. 

DON'T BELITTLE CONSTITUTION 



The attacks on our constitutional form of 
government in recent years have* been many 
and varied. A great many of them have 
been based on the argument that the consti- 
tution, at least as interpreted, tends to work 
against the interests of the people. The in- 
evitable result of these arguments has been 
to lead the nation away from a government 
of laws, and toward a government of men. 

But the constitution still stands as a bul- 
wark between the individual and his govern- 
ment — as a protection for the minority 



against the possible abuses of the majority. 
A particularly important example of this has 
just occurred in the state of Oregon. 

Some two years ago the voters of Oregon, 
inflamed by the racketeering tactics of a few 
union leaders, which resulted in their im- 
prisonment for long terms, passed a law 
which, among other things, stringently re- 
stricted the right of labor to picket. Labor 
lawyers at once went to the courts. And fin- 
ally, the Supreme Court of the State, with 
but one Justice dissenting, held the law null 
and void, on the grounds that it violated the 
constitutional provision concerning the exer- 
cise of free speech. 

The Court held that even the people of a 
sovereign state cannot pass a law which is 
in any way a contravention of the Constitu- 
tion which governs us all— that the minority 
has rights which a majority, no matter how 
great, can never take away. That decision 
is based on the very spirit of all that our 
kind of government stands for. It illustrates 
the oppression that would be the fate of 
minorities if the Constitution were weakened 
or destroyed. And finally, it illustrates how 
the Courts, working under a government of 
laws, not a government of men, protect the 
"common man" when his cause is just. 

The Constitution stands for liberty for all, 
justice for all, inviolable rights for all. It 
guarantees a way of life which has been 
crushed in most of the world. 



THREAT OF INFLATION 



Most of this talk about inflation is about 
as hard to understand as the goblins and the 
bogeys that "will get you if you don't watch 
out." According to the dictionary inflation 
is a "state of being inflated." 

From its standpoint as a political scare- 
crow inflation is a threat in connection with 
what the President of the United States can 
do at any time under emergency powers that 
were conferred on him by Congress to in* 
crease or decrease the value of money, and 
thereby bring about violent changes in the 
value of the dollar. History shows that in- 
flation always produces a rise in the price 

level. 

If you want to look into your own personal 
business affairs you will perhaps discover 
that there is plenty of inflation in your bud- 
get estimates, right now. You are apt to 
find evidences of spells and spasms of in- 
flation at different times which you may 
have overlooked. In the business world today 
there are increased demands for certain 
manufactured goods and natural products, 
including farm crops. Even if you can't 
understand all the reasons, you do know that 
prices have been constantly moving— usually; 
upwards. 

The Government has been in the habit of 
using all its devices and powers of control 
over the lives and affairs of its people, and 
these policies will be continued regardless of 
whether we have peace, or war. If there is 
a Presidential decree changing the price of 
gold and silver, or if charges of violation of 
the anti-trust laws crush some institutions, 
or businesses, or IF a thousand unexpected 
possibilities really happen, there might be 
serious troubles from inflation. Otherwise 
little inflations won't hurt you because you 
don't see them. 



REALLY ROLLING 



The nation's big defense program is really 
going full blast. A short time ago, we 
notice, ground was broken for a structure 
that represents the largest individual air- 
craft production expansion effort in the 
country — perhaps in the world. It will in- 
crease the production of one particular type 
of plane from the present rate of eight a day 
to around SEVENTY a day. And it shows 
how fast industry can move — the moment 
government gives the "go ahead" signal. 

Robert P. Patterson, Assistant Secretary 
of War, was there for the ceremonies, and 
declared: "The rearmament program has 
gathered good momentum and is going for- 
ward fast." 

And Emil Schramm, Chairman of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, offered a 
mild word of approval for industry, saying 
there had been "no sitdown strike by indus- 
try." 

Anyway, the defense program is really 
moving along. And even at this early stage" 
there seems no doubt that industry is pro- 
ducing rapidly and efficiently enough to put 
fear into the heart of any potential aggressor 
who is even dallying with the thought of 
striking at our country and our way of life. 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT THE DRAFT 



Many questions have arisen concerning 
the rights of employers and employes in con- 
nection with the draft. It is too large an 
order to roll up in one package, but the atti- 
tude of the Government is accepted by em- 
ployers, and that attitude is not hard to de- 
fine. It is, in short: "Give the boys and 
men who are called into the service of their 
country a square deal." 

Some of the men will want their jobs back 
when they finish a year of military train- 
ing, while just as many more will be looking 
for better positions and changes from their 
former routine. 

The writer of this item knows a young 

woman who has been a school teacher for 
several years, and who was depressed when 
she was not retained in her position a few 
months ago. Circumstances were kind and 
she was forced into the business World, where 
she was amazed to discover that she had im- 
proved her own condition and was a success. 
A million men who returned from the World 
War had just such an experience as this 
school teacher. So why worry about 
troubles a year from now ? 



BOOKS TO OWN 



SOUTHSEAMAN 



On the subject of boats people 
divide sharply into two groups, 
one composed of those who are left 
quite cold by any thought or men- 
tion of the subject, the other of 
those who plav about boats all 
they can. read about them, and, if 
they haven't, a boat of their own 
already, nourish deep in their 
hearts a determination to have 
one some day. Weston Martyr is 
of this second group and his book 
is for those who are not left al- 
together cold by the thought or 
mention of boats. 

He began gathering material for 
his stories, five or six volumes of 
which have been published al- 
ready, when he ran away to sea 
in a square-rigged ship at the age 
of fifteen. He left his ship to see 
the Boer War, and remained in 
South Africa for a time, gold min- 
ing and prospecting. Later, he 
was a labor recruiter in China; a 
South Sea trader; a business man, 
merchant and banker in the Far 
East; and still later, fought in 
France with Infantry and tunnel- 
ling companies. Betimes he had ex- 
periences in other parts of the 
world, notably among head-hunt- 
ers in Formosa and bootleggers in 
New York. 

In "The Southseaman" Mr. 
Martyr tells how he and a fellow- 
Englishman, sated with life among 
the money-changers in New 
York, decided to chuck up their 
jobs, pool their resources, build a 
small boat and sell it at a profit, 
build another boat to sell at a pro- 
fit, and go on in this fashion hav- 
ing the time of their lives. 

They found in Nova Scotia a 
fascinating village where the men, 
boat-builders all, formed a sort 
of unconscious boat-builders co- 
operative. Settling down there for 
some months, they watched every 
step in the building of their own 
craft and then, as its crew of two, 
sailed it off on a trial run in, the 
direction of Bermuda, through 
some pretty rough weather, only 
to find that Bermuda was ap- 
parently nothing more than a fig- 
ment of everybody's imagination. 
The fact that Bermuda was 
nowhere to be found, except on 
the maps, only adds to Mr. Mar- 
tyr's tale. And anyone who har- 
bors a passion for the water and 
ships will revel in the life-story of 
his schooner, from its birth as an 
idea until it was sold to end its 
days ingloriously as a rum-run-

and that ancient combination of 
colors, Christmas Green and Holly 
Red. 

The Garden Club of Virginia has 
always worked for the Preserva- 
i tion of Native Plants and Trees. 
'Christmas Greens especially con- 
cern us. 

For years, Homes. Public Build- 
ings and Churches have used and 
J are continuing to ise Holly, 
' Laurel, Native Cedar Trees, and 
1 garlands of Lycopodium, common- 
ly known as Running Cedar. 

The Club Mosses should not be 
used as Christmas Greens, because 
it is torn up by the roots when 
harvested. It takes eight years to 
develop from spore, and vegetative 
propagation has not been carried 
out on a sufficient scale to assure 
a crop for the future. 

In the Southeastern section of 
the State, especially in the Dismal 
Swamp vicinity. Running Cedar is 
reported to be "Plentiful". Con- 
servationists are constantly re- 
minded of this fact by those who 
market it. Draining of this sec- 
tion would destroy the entire sup- 
ply and this might happen at any 
time. Land owners are being 
encouraged to plant this outstand- 
ing Evergreen wherever one has a 
moist, semi-shady suitable loca- 
tion. 

It is therefore suggested- that 
Running Cedar from this section 
be sold in plant form, wrapped in 
wet leaves, instead of long dry 
strands as it has been for the past 
number of years. 

This method would restore the 
plant to many sections, and also 
cut down the amount harvested 
each year. If carefully harvested 
in this manner, one dozen good 
plants well rooted, should bring 
the price of a "sack", and give the 
farmer the same income from this 
product. 

Running Pine, Lycopodium Ob- 
scurum, or Princess Pine, is often 
sacrificed in bouquets with red 
berries and sold in the market 
places. 

A substitute for all of these 
should be used for general decorat- 
ing. All Pines are fast growing 
and stand severe pruning at this 
season; they are decorative ind 
with the cones, offer untold oppor- 
tunities for creative ability, with 
or without other material. Careful 
clipping of Native Cedars and 
Nursery Stock, such as Norway 
Spruce, Hemlock, Koster Sprues. 
Blue Spruce, Mahonia Balsam, 
Cotoneaster, Magnolia, Pyracan- 
Uaa, Photinia, bronzy-red leaves 
mid red berries, Nandina, and 
many others. 

All Holly improves with intel- 
ligent pruning. The State For- 
ester's office and Home Demon- 
stration Agents can offer assist- 
ance to the land owner in this 
work. Short sprays, when used 
with other material, convey the 
Christmas Spirit, and also con- 
serve our Native Holly. 

Encourage the planting of Holly 
this season. What would be more 
attractive than a glossy deep 
green Holly, witlr berries Red, 
balled and burlapped, the Em- 
blem of Christmas, waiting to be 
planted. A gift to you and the 
birds in your garden for years to 
come. 

Mistletoe, one of the oldest of 
our symbols, dedicated to Ba'der, 
God of Poetry, this beautiful ever- 
green with its pure white berries, 
so often criticized for having 
chosen the top of a sturdy Oak, 
demanding maintenance and sup- 
port, is a Parasite, and its use as 
Christmas Greens is approved. 

The Christmas Tree; Encourage 
the use of Norway Spruce grown 
in Nurseries for the Christmas 
trade. ^The native Cedar is too 
beautiful and much in demand for 
landscaping and Roadside Re- 
storation, owners must realize its 
value, and refrain from its use as 
The Christmas Tree. 

The Living Tree is not recom- 
mended, as they usually are kept 
too long indoors, and recovery 
when planted is slow. 

Ivy: In the Middle Ages a cun- 
ous rivalry was supposed to exist 
between the Holly and the Ivy, as 
to which plant took preeminence 
in the Christmas Celebration, and 
we find over and over again allus- 
ions to this dispute in old wiit- 
ings. Ivy, being dedicated to Bac- 
chus, was not thought a suitable 
plant with which to decoiate 
Churches and Homes. The Holly at 
this time was chosen by the Bri- 
tish for its general brightness 
which made it a fit symbol for re- 
joicing at the Birth of the Christ 
Child. Its Evergreenness spoke of 
the Life 'Unending, its White 
I Flowers of Purity, while its sharp 
I spines and blood, red berries lore- 
told the Crown of Thorns. The 
Holly was considered the Holly 
Tree. 

At no other season is there more 
opportunity for j Decorative Art. 
Indoor window wreaths or window 
sill garlands; Pine ropes used on 
stair rail, and festooned here, 
there and everywhere.

As Others See It 



VISIONARY AND VITAL 



The name of Solomon, King of 
Israel, has become a synonym for 
wisdom. 

Among his proverbs is one which 
is especially worth recalling just 
at this time, when we are think- 
ing about the future of free gov- 
ernment. Solomon said: 

"Where there is no vision, the 
people perish." 

Just as the whole zest of life is 
in having something to look for- 
ward to, so in the life of a people, 
the only thing that gives a social 
order any meaning (and there- 
fore any strength) is the feeling 
that "we are getting somewhere — 
we have a splendid goal to 
achieve." 

There has been too much talk of 
"preserving democracy." Certain- 
ly it must be preserved, but always 
with the thought before us oi 
what it may become, can become, 
not what it used to be. The glory 
of the free way of life is not in 
what it has done, but in what it 
may do. 

Professor Charles E. Merriam of 
the University of Chicago is per- 
hapSj the dean of American poli- 
tical scientists. He is as deep a 
student of government as Jives, yet 
he is no ivory-tower dreamer. 
Professor Merriam hes broken 
many a lance in the field of prac- 
tical politics, and many a written 
constitution, charter, and state 
paper bears the mark of his hand 
and brain. 

He has been a vision of the fu- 
ture of free society, such a vision 
as we must all see if we are to 
understand that free government 
is worth fighting for. He sees fu- 
ture free governments and societies 
in which the role of power will not 
be repressive merely, but dynamic 
and constructive. "In these com- 
ing days," he says, "men may 
achieve not merely that persona 1 , 
security and community stability 
which alone might mean mono- 
tony and boredom. Men may look 
forward to adventurous participa- 
tion in the process of creative 
evolution in the' constructive trans- 
formation and betterment of life 
conditions." 

The 17th and 18th centuries, 
Professor Merriam says, won civil 
liberties by protecting person and 
property against arbitrary seizure 
and force. The 19th established 
political liberty through the right 
to vote and hold office. These are 
largely negative. 

The positive stage now appears. 
It is open to this and following 
generations actually to mold con- 
ditions of social life in a positive 
direction to remove special privi- 
lege and obstacles- to the full de- 
velopment of personality, with ac- 
companying expansion of liberty 
— education, economic security, 
and cultural opportunities. 

Psychology, psychoanalysis, psy- 
chobiology, medicine are all tools 
now available for this consrtuctive 
building, as well as the familiar 
tools of political and economic 
devices. 

The Golden Age lay in the dim 
past, men once believed. Today's 
free man sees with Dr. Merriam 
a Golden Age in the free future.

NAZI SPY SYSTEM INTRENCH. 

ED IN U. S^ DIES PROBE 

REVEALS 



Although the grand jury investi- 
gation is directed at Dr. Manfred 
Zapp, American head of the Ger- 
man-operated Transocean News 
Service, it has been brought out 
that there has been established in 
this country a fledgling organiza- 
tion for propaganda work and 
economic penetration involving 
every member of the German Em- 
bassy staff in Washington from 
Hans Thomsen, Charge d'Af fairs 
and Hitler's No. 1 diplomatic re- 
presentative to the United States, 
down to the attaches, as well as 
counsular officials in New York 
City, Chicago, Cleveland and San 
Francisco. 

Uncovered by Dies Committee 
agents in New York, three months 
ago, it was discovered that the 
backbone of the organization was 
in the Transocean 's office, which 
had direct communication with 
Germany over, short wave, cable 
and radio service, and using a 
secret code, reports were sent on 
Americans about to visit Germany, 
on Americans who might be sym- 
pathetic to Nazism. There were 
also highly confidential reports 
being sent out of this country on 
American production, possibilities 
for seizing insecure American 
markets and the general "inside" 
economic picture in this and other 
republics of North and South 
America. 

The revelations came about 
when Dies Committee agents raid- 
ed the Transocean office and seiz- 
ed the files of Zapp, in which were 
found the startling evidence of 
what, the Nazi are doing in pre- 
paring another "Trojan Horse" 
plan.

Numerous explosions occurring 
recently in plants having contracts 
for the manufacture of war mate- 
rials in this country are clearly 
attributable to sabotage. Grant- 
ing that he substances being 
handled are dangerous in most in- 
stances and liable to explode even 
when care is exercised, there can 
be little doubt in the mind of any- 
one that, foreign agents are re- 
sponsible for some of the recent 
widespread disasters which are 
unquestionably obstructing de- 
fense work, particularly the manu- 
facture of explosives. 

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that agents of foreign powers 
are numerous and active in many 
parts of the country and that thej 
are exerting every effort to hamp- 
er our preparedness program both 
by subtle methods such as foment- 
ing labor troubles and overt acts 
such as sabotage of plants en- 
gaged in the manufacture of de- 
fense materials. We are told up- 
on what appears to be good au- 
thority that the directing heads 
of these treasonable activities are 
the accredited representatives of 
yarious European countries No 
matter from what source these 
despicable acts receive their in- 
spiration or what official positions 
are held by those who direct, en- 
courage or engage in them, all 
persons in any way Connected with 
or responsible for them, should be 
promptly and severely dealt with. 
No country, whose representatives 
are so engaged would, for a mom- 
ent tolerate sim ilar activities _by_ 
the nationals of another country 
within their borders. Death or im- 
prisonment would certainly face 
any foreigners or natives who 
dared to actively oppose, much 
less to commit acts such as are be- 
ing, daily reported in this country, 
in the effort to retard national de- 
fense.

REVISION OF HYMNALS 



The protestant Episcopal Church 
will probably include in the next 
revision of its hymnal one of the 
Negro spirituals, -'Were You There 
When They Crucified My Lord!" 
This, of course, is a departure 
from right, conservative stand- 
ards. 

But a hymn is intended to serve 
as a means of worship, an expres- 
sion of devotion, an uplifting of 
the soul in aspiration and petition, 
and all these emotions suffuse the 
Negro spirituals. The chants and 
hymns of centuries ago are sep- 
arated from these Negro songs by 
a wide interval of time, but both 
fulfill a common intent. 

All the Protestant churches re- 
vise their hymnals from time to 
time, reflecting the changes in 



the Adjutant General's office, the 
budget office, and the State Plan- 
ning Board, all of which are them, 
selves operated with no margin of 
funds for emergencies.

PRO AND CON OF EXTRA 
SESSION 

An extra session of the General 
Assembly will not be called by 
Governor Price unless the necessi- 
ty is beyond dispute, but the pos- 
sibility of a call cannot be exclud- 
ed. That, we should say, was the 
outlook the Governor presented 
recently. 

The General Assembly adjourn, 
ed two months before the invasion 
of the Low Countries. No member 
of our Legislature imagined in 
March that May would see Prance 
crippled, that June would witness 
her surrender, that July would 
bring an SOS from Britain, and 
that August would find men talk, 
ing of the invasion of the United 
States as a possibility. For such 
catastrophic changes the legisla- 
tors did not and could not be ex- 
pected to make provision. 

Now Virginia faces several con- 
ditions close to those of war. In 
one or two cases, these conditions 
soon may be acute: 

Hampton Roads is to be a rush- 
ing, roaring naval center — im- 
mense shipyards and general base 
— and already is much overcrowd- 
ed. 

Camp Lee is to rise again and is 
to house by spring 30,000 men or 
more. 

Quantico is to be breathless 
with every sort of preparation. 

Other qamps or cantonments 
may be established. 

Langley Field's development, 
that of Fort Story, and that of the 
new fort at Cape Charles, will 
bring together mechanics and 
camp followers. 

In January, all our National 
Guardsmen will be called out and 
must be replaced. No large area of 
Virginia can be left without or- 
ganized home guards.

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AGE CREEPS UPON US 

The conduct and attitude of 
middle-aged and elderly people 
will make or destroy the youth 
of this nation. Many older peo- 
ple would be startled if told that 
the present 
plight of Ameri- 
can youth is due 
largely to the in- 
difference and 
selfish fears of 
an aging popu- 
lation. 

The United 
States, because 
of a declining 
birth rate which 
has been a 
trend of several years, is becom- 
ing a nation of old people. 

Many urban territories are not 
"producing enough children to re- 
place a declining population re- 
sulting from death. The average 
life span has been prolonged by 
advances in medical science. On 
the other hand, young people have 
found life a continuous interrup- 
tion for the past twenty-five years. 
In '17 young men went overseas 
instead of being heads of fami- 
lies. Depression and uncertain- 
ties have dogged the heels of 
youth. Marriages have reached a 
new low. Two generations have 
been unable to have the children 
they desired. Unless we wake up, 
there will be many more genera- 
tions in the same difficulty — vic- 
tims of uncertainties. 

The average age of our popu- 
lation is ten years higher than a 
few generations back. By 1950 
more than 30% of the population 
will be more than 45 years of 
age. Approximately 8% of these 
will be 65 or over. 

Much has been written about 
the length of our last depression. 
Few people realize why it has 
been so long. The answer is the 
static condition of our popula- 
tion, plus economic and political 
factors that go with a decreasing 
birth rate. As the productive 
aces decrease, the total volume of 
production decreases. The na- 
tion's economic machinery gets 
hardening of the arteries and loses 
'is elasticity. When the average 
age of the people of a nation is 
voung, overproduction is rare and 
only temporary, for it is quickly 
absorbed. When a nation has an 
aging population, the tempo of 
business decreases; building of 
homes and other construction de- 
creases. Markets become buyers 
markets; prices decline toward 
costs of production. The chance 
for profit becomes less. Opportu- 
nities for economic advancement 
become fewer. 

The most dangerous fact con- 
cerning an aging population is 
that it has a ; :>riod of illusory 
well-being; it becomes culture 
conscious and pursues, socializa- 
tion of every sort in an effort to 
entrench its pursuit of security. 

There are three groups of older 
people. First, those without secu- 
rity who are stalked by the fear 
of insecurity. This group is ac- 
tive in fostering taxation of the 
young for the insecurity of the 
old, without a true conception of 
what this will mean if improperly 
handled. 

The legislation can be unsound. 
The money demands too great. 

Second, that group with prop- 
erty and cash in the bank. It 
basks in the glory of its achieve- 
ments. It knows little about the 
joys of association with and aid 
to youth, and is too. self satisfied 
to find out. 

Third, there is that grand group 
we all love so much. Though 
its hair bas turned to silver, its 
heart is young. Most of its mem- 
bers are found on farms and 
small villages or cities. It is 
that grand group of mothers, fa- 
thers, grandmothers and grand- 
fathers, who have stayed young 
with their children, reliving their 
lives with the youngsters. 

The hope of America is in this 
latter group. Young people must 
be given a chance. Nothing must 
be done by this nation to add to 
the burdens of youth. They need 
constructive help and understand* 
ing. Given a chance, they can 
make this a better nation for the 
young and old alike.- Older peo- 
ple, who understand youth, must 
work to blend the old with the 
young — both will be happier. The 
old will become younger, and the 
young will grow old more grace- 
fully.

December Flower Tips 
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Newer Principles of Rat Control

NOVEMBER and December are 
two of the best months in the 
year for setting shrubbery, rose-; 
bushes, and shade trees. Before I 
setting, cut off clean all broken 
or injured roots, prune the tops 
by removing any broken or injur- 
ed branches, and cut back the side 
limbs and tops. Thus pruned, the 
plants will have a better chance 
of living and growing off quickly. 

IF THEY have not already been 
planted, following is a good list of 
flowers to put in now: 
Phlox, Columbine, Madonna lilies, 
Daylilies, Pansies, Peonies, Sweet 
pea, Bulbs, Regal lilies, Bleeding 
heart and Hardy garden iris. 

DAHLIA bulbs must not be al- 
lowed to freeze. Where there is 
danger that the ground may 
freeze deep enough to reach the 
roots, they should by all means 
be taken up and stored in a base- 
ment or elsewhere. Do this job 
soon after the first frost. 

THIS MONTH and next is the 
best time for making cuttings of 
spireas, crape myrtle, snowball, hy- 
drangea, lilac, weigela, golden bell, 
etc. Select wood that grew the past 
season. Plant in the open as soon 
as the cuttings are made. Make 
them six to ten inches long and 
cover all except one bud and about 
an inch or two of the top. Mulch 
thoroughly.— L. A. Niven in The 
Progressive Farmer.

STANDARD STAIR DESIGNS 
CUT COSTS 



The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture is continuously investigat- 
ing methods of rat control. Some 
years ago barium carbonate was 
used as the poison element in pre- 
paring bait for rats. Today that 
poison, which is deadly to all ani- 
mals, has been largely abandoned 
in rat control work and red squill 
powder has taken its place. 
This change was due to improve- 
ment in control techniqne and to 
the following facts concerning red 
squill: Red squill does not ordi. 
narily kill any animals other than 
rats and mice; it may make hu- 
man beings, dogs, cats, and other 
animals sick, but they vomit up 
the poisoned bait and recover 
quickly; red squill does not, in the 
formulas commonly used, affect 
poultry; it acts slowly, allowing 
late comers to the bait to feed 
without being scared off by find- 
ing dying or dead rats lying 
around; after eating some of the 
bait the sick animals seek their 
burrows, and in most cases, they 
die in the ground, thus preventing 
the odors that usually follow rat 
control operations, and bait mix- 
ed with red squill can be processed 
and kept indefinitely. 

The Bureau of Biological Sur- 



vey, however, not only stresses 
control of rats through the use of 
red squill 'poisoned bait, but also 
recommends, as an integral part 
of the control work, the ratproof- 
ing of buildings. — George B. Lay 
in The Progressive Fanner.

(Continued Prom Page One) 
committee of a single House of 
Congress, and the job is done. 

We must have legislative com- 
mittees. It is only before them that 
a "day in court" can be had by 
those who favor and oppose bills; 
it is only in committee that a bill 
can get the detailed study all leg- 
islation should have. And it is 
obvious that committees must 
"kill'* by silent treatment most of 
the 10,000 bills Introduced in a 
Congress. Otherwise Congress 
would find no time to consider 
really important legislation. 

That is conceded. But if Con- 
gress is to regain its prestige be- 
fore the citizen, which is the most 
important thing in our govern- 
ment today, it seems imperative, 
as in the revolt against Cannon- 
ism thirty years ago, that Con- 
gress must again revise its rules. 
At the very least, a bill which has 
been passed once, and certainly If 
it has been passed twice by one 
house, should have preferential 
treatment in the other house, to 
the end that it cannot be killed 
behind the locked doors of a com- 
mittee, but shall be brought out 
on the floor and voted either up 
or down. Pass it, defeat it, but act 
on it. Make democracy work! And 
let the people rule!

win. He carried New York State 
by less than 230,000 votes— yet his 
plurality in New York city was 
730,000. He carried Illinois by a 
margin of 95,000, While Chicago 
gave him almost a 300.000 lead. 
While he had an edge of 73.000 In 
Milwaukee, his net majority in 
Wisconsin was but 20,000. Mr. 
Willkie ran very well in the rural 
districts and the small towns all 
over the country, except for the 
South. On the other hand. V . 
Roosevelt's strength in some New 
England areas which are die-hard 
Republican by tradition, was 
greater than before. 

Mr. Roosevelt's tremendous ma- 
jorities in the big industrial towns 
indicates that labor was pretty 
close to solid behind him, and 
that John L. Lewis' endorsement 
of Willkie did little if any good for 
the Republican candidate. The 
farm vote went Republican by a 
considerable majority, which in- 
dicates that Mr. Wallace was less 
effective as a campaigner than 
Senator MjcNary. The two "ice- 
presidential candidates did most 
of the campaigning in the farm 
belt. 

What effect Mr. WiUkie's total 
of almost 22.000,000 votes will 
have on Congress is now a subject 
of great, discussion. The Republic- 
ans lost seats in the House, and 
made small gains in the Senate, 
and the set-up In both branches 
will be little different next Jan- 
uary than it is now. However, it 
may be that some of the old line 
Democrats who have disapprov- 
ed of part of the New Deal pro- 
gram will become more aggressive. 
And the Republicans have certain- 
ly been cheered by the size of their 
vote and, despite the smallness of 
their numbers in Congress, are in 
the best position in eight years to 
form an intelligent and effective 
opposition. 

In the meantime, few look for 
any surprises. There will probably 
be some cabinet changes before 

long Stimson and Perkins are 

supposed to be on the way out. 
Foreign policy will very likelv in- 
volve still more aid to Britain 
Next session there may be a move- 
ment to repeal the Johnson Act, 
which forbids this country giving 
credit to nations which are behind 
in war debt payments to us. If 
England starts to run short of 
cash, and obviously Is In need of 
credit, it is probable that a ma- 
jority can be found in favor of 
letting the bars down. 

The arms program will be push- 
ed hard. Reports have it that busi- 
ness or labor groups which are 
slow to cooperate will be given 
sharp prodding. Ordinary needs 
will be secondary to military 
needs, but steps will be taken, 
most think, to make necessary 
readjustments as easy to swallow 
as possible. 

Cne of the worst problems Bri- 
tain faces is her mounting loss of 
merchant shipping. Axis surface 
raiders and submarines are doing 
a tremendous amount of damage, 
as Churchill recently admitted in 
Parliament, and the convoy system 
is not working well. Reason for 
that is lack of warships •tflV s,! as 
convoys, inasmuch as /England 
must keep great forces in the 
Mediterranean and in home 
waters. Also, Oerman destruction 
of British destroyers has been ex- 
ceedingly great. 

Some think that before long 
Britain may appeal to this coun- 
try for still more ships— princi- 
pally destroyers and small cruisers 
of modern, high-speed types. 
Whether we'd agree is anybody's 
guess. Certainly public opinion de- 
veloped with incredible speed in 
favor of more and more help to 
Britain during the last year. 
There is no apparent reason why 
it should not continue to do so, 
particularly in the light of Mr. 
Roosevelt's extremely pro-British 
stand.

Eel Grass Re-appearing 

The reported re-appearance of 
eel-grass in the waters of Virginia 
was hailed today by Dr. Curtis 
Newcombe, Director of the Vir- 
ginia Fisheries Laboratory at 
Yorktown, as a possible forerun- 
ner of an increase in the catch of 
several Chesapeake Bay fisheries, 
recently on the decline. 

The plant is a grass-like marine 
herb, which once supported many 
forms of plant and animal life in 
the bay. In 1931 a destructive or-| 
ganism swept down the Atlantic' 
Coast destroying enormous beds I 
of the growth, and this in turn I 
wiped out the microscopic plant 
and animals which provided sub- 
sistence for fish, crabs, and other 
commercial forms. 

"Larval crabs, oysters, and 
fishes depend directly or indirect- 
ly on these small organisms for 
food," Dr. Newcombe pointed out. 
"Larger forms seek refuge and 
protection from their enemies in 
the beds of eel-grass. Up and down 
the coast, the effect of the decline 
in amount of eel-grass on the food 
supply of water fowl has been 
widely felt." 

The re-growth of this important 
sea-weed was first reported by 
government officials in Washing- 
ton in 1938, Newcombe said. Fairly 
good growths are now reported for 
the New England coast as well as 
for Long Island and Pamlico 
Sound in North Carolina. Virginia 
reports indicate that in certain 
areas of Chesapeake Bay the grass 
has returned In normal amounts. 

Under Newcombe's direction the 
fisheries laboratory at Yorktown 
is now collecting records to pro- 
vide a comprehensive picture of 
the extent and rate of recovery in 
Virginia waters. 

"Although litle is known of the 
destructive organism," Newcumoe 
pointed out, "some authorities ex- 
plain the return as being due to 
the causative organism becoming 
less virulent or even disappearing. 
It is quite possible that now after 
several years, some plants have 
built up an immunity to the dis- 
ease and will gradually re-occupy 
the areas over which they once 
ranged."

The total receipts of Virginia 
seafoods were 819,483 pounds, and 
the largest single month for the 
purchases was December, when 
192.948 pounds were sold. 

Teh months of May, June, July 
and August were the poorest for 
Virginia sales, partly because of 
the reluctance of fishermen to 
ship their products for this dis- 
tance during the warmer months. 

Summer Catch Below Normal 

Fisheries in Virginia tor crabs, 
clams, and fish were below normal 
during the past summer, according 
to Clayton H. Parcels, Statistical 
Agent for the Pish and Wildlife 
Service of the U. S. Department 
of the Interior. Catches of fish 
were not greatly at variance from 
normal, although croaker were 
not so abundant as in 1939. This 
factor was somewhat offset by the 
higher prices paid for the hard- 
heads.

DRAFT ARMY TO GET ALL-WOOL CN|FO«MS 



Recent enactment of the truth-in-fabrics law which requires that, 
after next July, all wool articles be labeled to reveal by percentages 
the different fibers used in their manufacture recalls the "shoddy 
scandal" of the World War. 

Up to that time all wool uniforms of the army had been made ex- 
clusively of virgin wool, that had never been processed before. But 
soon after the entrance of the United States into the war, the com- 
mittee on supply of the Council of National Defense changed the 
specifications for army uniform cloth and admitted a large percent- 
age of reclaimed wool— old rags broken into fibers. 

The insufficient protection which these uniforms afforded their 
wearers was regarded to a considerable degree as the reason for wide- 
spread epidemics of pneumonia and influenza in the training camps 
during the severe winter of 1917-18. and resulted to an investigation 
by the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 

General Pershing, to his book, "My Experiences to the World 
War," says much of the clothing supplied his troops was reported to 
be shoddy and that he saw men wearing "uniforms which were light 
and thin and which, of course, offered insufficient protection." 

The late Julius Porstmann, president of the company which later 
became the Porstmann Woolen Company, called to Washington as an 
expert witness, started the movement which only recently resulted in 
the labeling law for the protection of the consumer. He showed, as his 
son Curt E. Porstmann has demonstrated in recent years, that woolen 
fabrics of reclaimed or reprocessed wool are uneconomical because they 
do not wear as well as fabrics of virgin wool. 

Thus Uncle Sam's draft army can be certain of being well-clothed. 
And, thanks to the new law, the general public, too, can be certain 
of getting real wool by Insisting upon seeing the label. 



RAINBOWS OP HOPE 



A new Chairman of the National Labor Relations Board has been 
chosen. The nominee is Dr. Harry A. Mills, of the Chicago Univer- 
sity. Other changes are being made in the Board, and as a result it 
will be reorganized and very likely strengthened. The CIO and APL 
leaders, Messrs. Green and Lewis have been very critical of the Board- 
perhaps even more so than industries and employers. 

As the Labor Board has proceeded on its quarrelsome way to re- 
cent years Congress has made attempts to change the laws under 
which it exists. Back of this long fight powerful politicians have in- 
sisted that the Board should be given time to work out its own prob- 
lems. There is a hope to Washington at this time that the new group 
headed by Dr. Mills will overcome prejudices and practices, and get 
down to brass tacks and give everybody a fair play to the arrangement 
of collective bargaining agreements. Such a plan might be success- 
ful. If it does not give speedy results then the amendments already 
approved by the House, may be concurred in the Senate. 

The chances are that labor disputes between industries and labor 
unions are approaching "happier days," and that 1941 will restore a 
good deal of the old time partnership and recognition of mutual toter- 
i ests between employers and employes. 



THROWING MUD AT THE NEWSPAPERS 

Many attacks have been made upon the press during recent weeks 
and most of them can be traced to a few big-shot politicians in 
Washington who might very well be spared from the public service 
-when the new Administration is finally charted. 

There are several hundred news writers to Washington who re- 
present every class of publication printed in the United States, There 
are perhaps 20,000 publications. Your Washington correspondent has 
been a member of this fraternity for a great many years and I want 
to tell you something that is common in the experiences in the daily 
lives of all recognized contributors to the press. There comes to the 
desks of all of these men advance news releass, some of which cannot 
be used for several days. This practice of the Government has exist- 
ed for several generations. And yet of the tens of thousands of 
advance news releases I never have known of an instance where the 
confidence and trust of the Government has ever been violated or the 
items printed before the date set to release them. Where else can you 
look to find such a wonderful moral?

CONGRESS STAYS ON THE JOB 

A lot of false prophets missed their guesses to predicting who 
would win the recent election. Now some of them are a little better 
satisfied with themselves since Senator Barclay. Senate leader, Speak- 
er Rayburn and Representative McCormack, Democratic leader were 
all off on their predictions that the 76th Congress would adjourn on 
November 19. 

You can pick your own reasons to explain why Congress decided 
to continue to session, and why 44 Democrats and all of the Republic 
ans in the House decided to stay on the job. President Roosevelt said 
It didn't make any difference to him, one way or the other. For his 
own part, he declared time and again that he would not go more than 
twelve hours away from Washington. That furnished one of the 
alibis for Congress when it resolved that its duty was to stay in Wash- 
ington. 

Leader McCormack said he didn't know of any legislation to keep 
the members here, and since he was one of the false prophets he justi- 
fied himself by saying: "You don't expect me to bail them out, do 
you?" Minority leader, Joseph W. Martin, took occasion to say that 
the vote by which the House refused to adjourn "reflected the real 
sentiment of the country in this crisis.". 

There is plenty of work for Congress to do. While the public does 
not expect the Senate and House members to "tire themselves out" be- 
tween now and the holidays there nevertheless exists the best of rea- 
sons why the two Houses should keep up the spurt they showed on 
the same day that adjournment was thrown down. In a single session 
Congress wound up the Ramspeck Bill that exl&rds the merit system 
to about 200 thousand Government employes who were put to work 
by appointments under the spoils system. 

t Every year the country hears a good deal about the Bureau of 
Budget and its confidential estimates. It seems that there is a job with 
reference to Budget that could be taken up advantageously and carried 
through while the Senate considers th Wealter-Logan Bill, which has 
provisions to protect groups of citizens and business against arbitrary 
rulings of Federal agencies set up under the New Deal. 

There are good excuses why Congress stays, and "a poor excuse 
that is better than none" does not need to be dragged in.

4-H Club 

The 4-H Club report just sub- 
mitted to the state office for 1940 
I believe will equal any previous 
report sent from this county. 
Since county agents have been 
given so many additional duties 
during the past few years it has 
become just about impossible to 
work with 4-H Clubs any at all 
except at monthly meetings. 
Therefore, the good record that 
was made during the past year is 
due to the splendid leaders of the 
4-H Clubs and to the county 4-H 
organization rather than to the 
time that I was able to give. 

The report submitted shows 
that 9 4-H community clubs were 
active during the year with a to- 
tal membership of 232 boys and 
girls. These club members carried 
a total of 260 projects as follows: 
31.4 acres to corn; 7.4 acres pota- 
toes; 11.1 acres sweet potatoes: 2 
acres small fruit; 17 vegetable 
gardens; 2 acres soybeans; 66 
home beautification; 4,455 head of 
poultry; 9 head of dairy calves 
and cows; 222 pigs and brood sows 
and 1 sheep.

The Soil Conservation Feature 
of the program, to my opinion, is 
being appreciated more and more 
by the farmers to the county as 
they learn to use it to carrying out 
soil building practices on the 
farm.

1. A square is the most econom- 
ical form in which a given amount 
of space may be enclosed. 

2. The rectangular shape sim- 
plifies the structural framing sys- 
tem of both floor and roof and 
thus effects economies. Additional 
corners increase the unit cost of 
the house. 

3. Dormer windows are some- 
times desirable, but a roof without 
dormer windows costs less than 
one_ with dormers. 

4. An inside chimney costs less 
to build than one on the exterior. 

5. Bay windows add to the liv- 
able qualities of a home but also 
increase construction cost. 

6. When a full basement adds to 
the cost of the house, it may be 
possible to build an extra room 
above ground for the same

Game Dish 
Recipes Available 

Although their husbands are re- 
ceiving congratulations from the 
neighbors on their prowess as deer 
hunters, the wives of hundreds of 
'Virginia sportsmen don't feel so 
lucky. They are afraid that their 
efforts at cooking venison will not 
compare favorably with those of 
cooks in deer camps, who had the 
advantage that they were feeding, 
ravenous hunters to whom almost 
anything edible seemed delicious. 

But here is help from the Com- 
mission of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries. Venison steaks, say the 
Commissioners, are best when 
fried rare. The Commissioners re- 
commend that the steaks be cook- 
ed in very hot fat, deep enough 
to cover the steaks. Keep the 
grease hot, and on removing from 
the grease, sear the steaks for half 
a minute on each side. Serve pip- 
ing hot. 

A famous recipe for roast veni- 
son calls for making numerous 
slits in the roast, which may be 
an entire leg. Into the slits are 
placed pieces of ham or bacon 
which have been rolled in pepper 
and salt. The meat is then seared 
and placed in a roaster. A bay 
leaf or two and cloves are placed 
on top. The top of the roast is 
then Well moistened with orange 
Juice or a combination of citrus 
fruit Juices and Juice is added in 
quantities sufficient to keep the 
roast from drying out. It is sim- 
mered in a slow oven until tender. 
The Juice imparts a decidedly dif- 
ferent and delicious flavor to the 
venison., Recipes for other game 
dishes can be secured free from 
the Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries at Richmond.

Transportation 

Ready access to places of em- 
ployment, main shopping districts, 
and other neighborhoods within 
the city is a requisite of neighbor- 
hood stability, according to the 
Federal Housing Administration. 

In many cases, it Is pointed out, 
a single transportation line may 
furnish entirely adequate facilities 
for the area it serves. Better serv- 
ice is often afforded, however, 
when two or more means of trans- 
portation are available. 

Frequency of transportation, as 
well as the quality of its manage- 
ment, equipment, and service) are 
important factors in determining 
the adequacy of transportation. 
Long delays occasioned by waiting 
for a car or bus, and overcrowded 
conditions resulting from infre- 
quent service will adversely affect 
FHA ratings of property if such 
inconveniences are absent at com- 
petitive locations. 

Also considered by the FHA are 
the permanence of the common 
carrier providing the transporta- 
tion and the possibility of discon 
tinuance of service as the result 
of unprofitable operation.
